Fiscal Year Ending February 5, 1955 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Porter: 


It is a pleasure to submit my first annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 

There are two new faculty members in your schools 
this year, both of them on the staff of Porter High 
School. Mr. Horace McGowan of Houlton replaced Mr. 
Gower as principal, following Mr. Gower’s resignation 
in favor of a high school principalship in New Jersey. 
Mr. McGowan was formerly principal of Princeton Hich 
School. He has a Master’s Degree from the University 
of Maine. 

Miss Joan Tracy of Ellsworth was appointed to the 
position formerly held by Miss. Phyllis Webster. Miss 
Tracy was graduated from the University of Maine in 
1954, where she was awarded the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts. While at the University, she majored in French 
and in Social Studies, which are her teaching areas at 
Porter High School.

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Numerous items of improvement have been effected 
at the high school building this past year. These include 
purchase of nine new seating units and a teacher’s desk 
for the eighth grade room, and purchase of a new desk 
and four-drawer locking file for the principal’s office. 
The new oil furnace installed at the high school aids con- 
siderably in maintaining comfortable temperatures in 
the several classrooms. Three old model typewriters 
were replaced with new Royals in the commercial de- 
partment, the new laboratory work bench was com- 
pleted in the science room, and considerable needed shelf 
space was added to the library. Panic hardware was in- 
stalled on both sets of entrance doors. Some regular 
window shades had to be replaced, and the main room 
was equipped with darkening shades for audio-visual 
use. Installation of stair treads, and painting in the 
lower corridor was also achieved. The dressing rooms 
at the gymnasium were improved by painting the boys’ 
quarters, and partial painting and provision for shower 
curtains in the girls’ room. 

At the primary school eight new seating units were 
provided for the third grade room, and panic hardware 
was installed on the front doors. A coal bin was con- 
structed in the basement to counteract the dust condi- 
tion which went with the loose storage of the coal sup- 
ply. 

Improvements planned for the coming year include 
installation of hot water at the high schcol (with hot 
water to be installed at the primary building the follow- 
ing year), fire-proofing the interior fire escape leading 
from the sub-primary room, and $300.00 for moderniz- 
ing business equipment in the commercial department. 
Additional seating units for the main room at the high 
school are needed to eliminate the overflow of study hall 
pupils to the library. It is planned to equip the high 
school with double-hung aluminum storm sash at the 
rate of approximately five windows per year,—an ex- 
penditure which should be self-liquidating over the long 
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run through greater fuel economy. Funds for the above 
items planned for the ensuing year are included in the 
school department budget. 


The total appropriations recommended by the school 
department total approximately $2,400.00 less than for 
last year, despite an anticipated increase in total ex- 
nenditures. This appropriation decrease is made possi- 
ble chiefly by two factors in the budget,—a larger unex- 
pended balance, and an unexpected increase in general 
education subsidy from the State. Tables of compara- 
tive appropriations and expenditures are presented be- 
low for your consideration.

I wish to discuss with you the special article in the 
warrant relative to the purchase of a new school bus to 
replace the 60-passenger Dodge. This article has the 
positive recommendation of your school committee and 
of your superintendent. The committee is convinced 
from a study of costs that up to $1,000.00 can be made 
available from its regular school budget toward the pur- 
chase of a new bus,—money which would otherwise be

used for repairs and higher operating costs. From the 
standpoint of both reliability and the safety of the pu- 
pils I urge your serious. consideration of this proposed 
purchase. 


There will also be an article in the warrant for your 
decision concerning the introduction of a General Shop 
Program at Porter High School. 


The matter of the future supply of well-trained, com- 
petent teachers merits the attention of thinking citizens 
everywhere. The simple facts are, that despite im- 
proved salaries, not enough teachers are being produced 
to fill the number of vacancies occurring annually. This 
is more impressive when considered in relation to the 
average elementary teacher age of forty-seven years. 
It should also be noted that the teacher scarcity is 
spreading from the elementary to the high school area. 
Actual figures show a sharp drop in the number of 
teachers who are prepared for high school teaching in 
Maine. Other occupations are, in addition, making the 
situation more acute because of more attractive salaries 
and working conditions. Certainly parents and citizens 
who will continue to demand competent teachers for 
their children will need to be attentive to the end that 
salaries and teaching conditions will be adequate to at- 
tract and hold the quality of teachers they expect. 


In closing, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
and thanks for the generous cooperation of the people 
of Porter, citizens and parents alike. It has been a pleas- 
ure to work in your behalf.

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent of Schools, the Superintending 
School Committee, and the Citizens of Porter: 


I herewith submit to you my first annual report as 
principal of Porter High School. 


The enrollment figures, as of December 1, 1954, are 
as follows:

It seems safe to estimate that next year’s enrollment 
figures will be approximately the same as those of this 
year. We will graduate twenty seniors in June; the 
current eighth grade, next year’s freshmen, numbers 
twenty, and some of these will not be enrolling with us. 
Barring a large influx of students from some unforeseen 
source, enrollment should remain stable for another 
year. 

There have been two changes in the faculty since last 
year. Miss Joyce Tracy, a graduate of the University 
of Maine, is currently teaching social studies and for- 
eign languages. I have replaced Mr. John Gower as 
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your principal. I am a graduate of the University of 
Maine and hold a Master’s Degree in Education from 
the same institution. This year I am teaching biology 
and psychology, doing isome part-time guidance work, 
and fulfilling the administrative and supervisory duties 
of a principal. Mr. Ellsworth Lebroke, a graduate of 
Bliss Business College, has returned for his fourth year 
as commercial teacher, and Mr. Leroy Nisbett, a grad- 
uate of the University of Maine, is in his second year 
as teacher of mathematics and sciences. Mrs. Edward 
McDade, a graduate of Florida State Teachers College 
and a recipient of the Master’s Degree, is in her sixth 
year as teacher of English. She also supervises the 
yearbook and the school paper. 


Mrs. Fiora Carpenter, our music supervisor, and Mr. 
Charles Zumstein, our band director, continue to make 
their usual excellent contribution to our school pro- 
gram. 


This current school year we have added new text- 
books in the following subject fields: business arith- 
metic, biology, review mathematics and trigonometry, 
algebra, world history, United States history, and Eng- 
lish literature. We hope to be able to add more new 
texts next year to replace some which have become 
worn out or outdated. 


During the summer a new science laboratory was in- 
stalled ; and although we cannot compete with the larger 
schools in the state, we now compare more than favor- 
ably with other small and medium schools in Maine as 
to laboratory facilities. 


The physical condition of the building, generally 
speaking, is good; repairs which are needed are of a 
routine nature. We are handicapped somewhat for 
space in the freshman home room. Also there is a criti- 
cal need for new seats in some of the rooms, since many 
of those now in use have passed the state of usefulness. 
Soundproofing the rooms would be a distinct advantage. 
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A major problem facing the high school is the financ- 
ing of our athletic program. Basketball will pay for 
itself from gate receipts, but baseball is a different 
proposition. Part of this is due to the fact that we must 
play in the afternoon, and therefore cannot draw crowds 
equivalent to those we get in basketball. It is also true 
that board officials, which we are required to use by 
Triple-C regulations, are costly. In addition, since we 
play shortly after school hours, school buses are not 
available for transportation purposes since they must 
be used for the daily task of carrying the school chil- 
dren. Thus, we use private cars and incur further ex- 
pense. The school board has reduced our expenses some- 
what by donating use of a bus for basketball, by accept- 
ing the expenses of janitorial duties and heating of the 
gym, and assuming the cost of telephone bills, station- 
ery, and postage. 

This problem of financing athletics is not peculiar to 
Porter High School but common to almost all high 
schools of equivalent size. The situation is apparently 
growing more critical each year. Expenses are con- 
stantly increasing for new athletic equipment, supplies, 
officials, and other incidentals; yet, our source of in- 
come remains stationary. 

There are several possible solutions, but I would hesi- 
tate, at the present time, to say which is the better one 
for us.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Superintending 
School Committee and Citizens of Porter: 

I submit the following report. 

Another year has rolled around and it is time to re- 
port the activities of the Music Department. 

In all the grades the music period seems to be a happy 
and healthy experience. The pupils are most eager to 
participate in any activity. 

A lot of rhythmic drill is given the sub-primary and 
first grades along with singing games and the work of 
rote singing. Rhythm instruments are also used to give 
a good foundation for further music study. 

Grade two is taught to follow the words and music 
in their song book and by the end of the year to do so 
proficiently. Singing games, creating ideas and rhyth- 
mic work are all activities the class especially enjoy. 

Syllable reading is started in the third grade after 
the Christmas holiday. The present grade is doing nice 
work. For lack of room the grade does not do much folk 
dancing. We can only hope for better conditions some 
day. 

This year an elective course in Music Theory, to in- 
clude pupils from the eighth grade through the high 
school, is being given to help those seeking a higher edu- 
cation in music and the Teachers’ Training Course. 

The high school chorus has an enrollment of seventy- _ 
five. It is a fine group. We expect to audition at the 
State Festival in Sanford, May 14th. 

The annual Pop Concert is scheduled for April. As 
this is a self-supporting organization, we hope to see 
all of you there. 

Parents and friends of the school are cordially in- 
vited to visit the various classes and activities at any 
time. |

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
| NURSE 


PORTER — 1954 


Porter has continued to support a public health nurs- 
ing program in which service was given by the nurse 
to the individual, family, and community. The extent 
to which the functions of the nurse may serve your 
community depends largely upon the degree to which 
the community has developed interest in the nursing 
service. The interest which Porter has shown is certain- 
ly gratifying. 

As in the past year, your nurse has attended monthly 
meetings of the health council as well as planned com- 
mittee meetings. Volunteer service for scheduled health 
activities has willingly been supplied. 

Four Child Health Conferences were held during the 
summer months with an attendance of 34 infants and 
pre-school children. Nineteen received protection 
against smallpox and ten against diphtheria, whooping 
cough and tetanus. The attendance at Child Health Con- 
ferences during the past few years has not warranted 
holding monthly conferences. However, it is to be hoped 
that more mothers are taking their babies and pre- 
school children to private physicians for examinations 
and general health supervision. Too, as has been the 
practice the last few years, parents of all children enter- 
ing school in the fall, were sent a special notice prior to 
the dates that conferences were to be held, urging them 
to have the children checked by the family physician, 
or take advantage of the conferences. 

As a part of the school health program, physical ex- 
aminations of children in selected grades, and the ath- 
letes, are done by Dr. Marston, school physician. In 
January, 17 were examined, completing the program 
started in 1953. In October, 74 children received physi- © 
cal examinations, thus completing this year’s program. 
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The fine cooperation shown by the physicians, parents 
and teachers has made this phase of the school health 
program possible. Parents of the school children re- 
ceived notices of the examinations to be given at school 
and were urged to check with their family physician if 
the child was not to be seen at school. The response has 
been good. 


Also, in October, hearing tests were given to 114 pu- 
pils in the 8th grade and the high school. Follow-up 
work is done throughout the year on defects found at 
school. 


Home visiting to help the family meet their health 
needs is an important function of the public health 
nurse. Some visits have been made at the request of 
the family physician, with specific recommendations 
made by him; other health problems have come to the 
attention of the nurse through routine visits to expect- 
ant mothers and new babies. As always, the nurse is 
anxious to direct families to the community and State 
resources which may assist them in obtaining necessary 
help for their health needs. 


It should again be noted that the Health Council in 
your town is fulfilling an important function. The in- 
terest in accident prevention has been continued and 
one open meeting held. Future programs on safety in 
relation to the home and community will undoubtedly 
be provided in the coming year. 


Again, I wish to thank the Health Council for their 
cooperation and to extend to the town officials, the physi- 
cians and the school personnel, my sincere appreciation 
for their interest.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending February 8, 1956 . 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Porter: 

It is a pleasure to submit my second annual report 
as superintendent of schools. 

The Porter faculty has remained remarkably stable 
this past year, the only new member being Mr. Carl 
Butler who was appointed to the industrial arts de- 
partment which opened last fa!l. Mr. Butler received 
his Bachelor’s Degree in industrial arts from the Gor- 
ham State Teachers College in June of 1955, this being 
his first year of teaching. He is to be commended on 
the capable and efficient manner in which the shop pro- 
gram has been organized. That the industrial arts 
course has filled a gap in the total educational pro- 
gram is shown by the heavy enrollment, and also by 
the deep interest and thoroughly business-like ap- 
proach of the class membership. 7 
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Although mentioned more specifically in the report 
on the shop and enlarged classroom it would be remiss 
not to point out the improvement in classroom facili- 
ties resulting from the rebuilding of the English room. 
This has eliminated the necessity of scheduling regu- 
larly-sized classes in an extremely small room. Should 
the enrollment of Porter High School increase to any 
extent, the wisdom of this move will make itself even 
more evident in the future. There now remain projects 
of a less costly nature which should be accomplished 
as feasible in the coming years. These consist of the 
interior remodeling of existing older classrooms, and 
of clapboarding the older portion of the building to 
harmonize with the shop and new room.

The purchase of the new 1955 Chevrolet school bus of 
54 pupil capacity, while greatly improving our convey- 
ance equipment, has reduced current expenditures 
$700.00 over the preceding year. I would point out that 
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the 1950 Dodge (48 passenger) has now had six years 
of actual use. While there have been no excessive re- © 
pairs to date on this bus, it is impossible to predict when 
extensive repairs may be necessary. An important fac- 
tor is the maintenance of safe and dependable pupil bus 
service, and while no action is contemplated this year, I 
would recommend that the situation be reviewed an- 
nually in the future to attempt to determine when re- 
placement would be advisable. 


The sealing of the wocd floors at both the primary 
and high school buildings was accomplished last sum- 
mer. Hot water was provided at the high school through 
the installation of an electric heater, and the commer- 
clal room was fitted with aluminum storm sash. Two 
dozen new seating units were provided at the high 
school and the principal’s office was redecorated by the 
installation of a tile floor, hardboard wainscoting, and 
painting. Three typewriters were replaced with new 
Royals in the commercial department. At the primary 
school the installation of an additional window provides 
much needed light for the interior fire escape, and the 
installation of linabestos board provides a protective 
barrier from the main building. Traffic sentinel signs 
have been provided. and an equipment and uniform stor- 
age room was partitioned off in the gym balcony. 


Improvements planned for the coming year include 
the provision of hot water at the primary school, re- 
decking the flat pertion of the high school roof, equip- 
ping another classroom with aluminum storm sash, and 
a continuation of the program to update the furniture 
and business equipment. 


Budget-wise, an appropriation increase over last year 
of $2,155.00 will be necessary to support the program 
of the school department for the ensuing year. This 
budget includes the first full year for the industrial 
arts teacher, and a combined sum of $1,225.00 for in- 
dustrial arts supplies and equipment. I would point out

that the appropriation for the ensuing year, while larg- 
er than last year’s appropriation, is only $90.00 larger 
than the appropriation for 1954-5, which included no 
funds for the industrial arts program. Maintenance of 
appropriations at a relatively even level while providing 
an additional occupational course has been made possi- 
ble chiefly by increased state subsidy funds and by in- 
creased tuition receipts.

I would recommend to all citizens careful study of the 
final report of the White House Conference on education 
and its problems of teacher supply, finance, buildings, 
and what the nation expects its schools to accomplish. 
A strange paradox exists in that while the nation en- 
joys its highest level of productivity local communities 
find it increasingly more difficult to support a sound 
school program from local property taxation. Although 
school costs are rising almost everywhere, statistics 
show that a decreasing percentage of the national gross 
product is devoted to education. This is generally con- 
sidered one of the basic reasons causing our current 
problems of teacher supply and finance. 


The cooperation of the people of Porter, and your in- 
terest in your schools, are commendable and deeply 
appreciated.

It is rather difficult to safely estimate next year’s en- 
rollment figures at this time. On the surface, and con- 
sidering our present school population only, it appears 
that we can anticipate approximately the same enroll- 
ment that we have this year. However, there is always 
the possibility, which must be considered, that our pop- 
ular new industrial arts program will attract more tui- 
tion students who previously went elsewhere for their 
secondary education. 

I feel that we are very fortunate in gaining the ser- 
vices of our new industrial arts instructor plus main- 
taining the same faculty that we had last year. 
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Miss Joyce Tracey, Social studies, French 
Mrs. Mabel McDade, English, developmental reading 
Mr. Ellsworth LeBroke, Commercial education» 
‘Mr. Leroy Nisbett, Mathematics and sciences, 
baseball and girls’ basketball 
Mr. Carl Butler, Industrial arts 
Mr. Harry True, Eighth grade, boys’ basketball coach 
Mr. Horace McGowan, Principal, science 


Mr. Butler, a 1955 graduate of Gorham State Teach- 
ers College, has proven a capable, energetic addition to 
our faculty and has done an extremely good piece of 
work in organizing our industrial arts course. 


I might add at this time that the citizens of Porter 
certainly made a judicious decision when it was voted 
at last town meeting to include industrial arts in our 
curriculum and to provide for the construction of the 
necessary room to offer the course. I can think of no 
better method of justifying this act than by pointing 
out to you that we now have thirty students, approxi- 
mately one-third of our school population, enrolled in 
the industrial arts course. 

Mrs. Flora Carpenter, our music supervisor, and Mr. 
Charles Zumstein, our band director, continue to make 
their usual worthy contribution to our school program. 

The structural condition of the building appears to 
be sound. There is, however, a critical need of repair 
work to the “old” section of the building. The interior 
of the classrooms, with the exception of the two recent- 
ly remodeled rooms, is in bad condition. It would seem 
wise and economical to seriously consider renovating 
these rooms in the near future. 

It would also be a distinct advantage to have installed, 
as soon as possible, some type of synchronized, electrical 
clock and bell system for the classrooms. At the present 
time, two of the classrooms and the shop do not have 
bells, and this, of course, makes a considerable handicap 
in maintaining a time schedtile when classes change. 
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_ We have added new textbooks as needed, and with 
few exceptions now have a good, modern supply. 


In conclusion, I would like to commend the citizens 
of Porter for the constructive approach they have taken 
toward their high school. In the past five years, you 
have added two new courses, business education and 
industrial arts, and have remodeled the building so that 
we have one new classroom on the ground floor, and an 
enlarged and renovated room on the second floor which 
is approximately twice the size of the old one. It is in- 
deed gratifying to work with a group that not only rec- 
ognizes the needs of its youngsters, schoolwise, but also 
makes an endeavor to provide as broad an educational 
program as is feasible. 


I would like to express sincere gratitude to the school 
committee, the superintendent, the faculty, the various 
organizations, and the townspeople for their coopera- 
tion throughout the school year.

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REPORT OF THE SHOP — CLASSROOM 
BUILDING COMMITTEE 


At the annual March meeting of 1955, the citizens 
voted to construct an industrial arts shop as an addition 
to Porter High School, designating the selectmen and 
the school committee to serve as a building committee. 
This committee met promptly and organized with Paul 
Stacy as chairman and with your superintendent as 
secretary. Other shops were visited and preliminary 
plans for the shop were made. 

A special town meeting was held on April 26, 1955, to 
see if the town thought it advisable to enlarge the small 
classroom at the eastern end of the building while con- 
structing the shop. This action was voted, and the plans 
were revised to double the size of the classroom. 

Working against a September deadline, work was well 
under way in the first week of June. The equipment pro- 
curement schedule began in July to provide tools and 
equipment by September. Evening work sessions made 
it possible to begin classes at the opening of school un- 
der the supervision of instructor Carl Butler, who very 
capably directed the organization of the shop program 
and equipment. Dedication services sponsored jointly 
by the Parent-Teacher Association and the building 
committee were held the evening of November 10 with a 
large attendance. Dr. John Mitchell, head of the in- 
dustrial arts department of the Gorham State Teachers 
College addressed the meeting concerning What the 
Community Can Expect the Industrial Arts Program to 
Accomplish. The town can take justifiable pride in the 
industrial arts program and its equipment and build- 
ing, and also in the modern, attractive classroom which 
adjoins it. 

Some landscaping remains to be done, and the exteri- 
or should receive a second coat of paint next summer. 
The remainder of thesequipment essential for occupa- 
tional course approval will have to be provided in annual 
installments. 
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The cooperation and contributions of the business 
firms and individuals have been splendid, and too numer- 
ous to attempt to list individually. Contributions of 
labor, supplies and equipment are most deeply appre- 
ciated, as is also the assistance given locally in procur- 
ing materials at the least possible cost. Even with this 
help, pushing the project through from the breaking 
of ground in May to completion for September was a 
struggle against time and cost, and great credit is due 
the building committee for their devotion and perse- 
verance. Material and labor shortages and price in- 
creases made their impact, and an unanticipated roof 
problem also added to the estimated cost. Nevertheless, 
the provision of approximately 2,600 square feet of new 
school building area at a construction cost of less than 
$6.00 per square foot is its own testimonial of economi- 
cal construction.

ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSE 


Through the interest of the health council and the co- 
operation of other individuals in the community, the 
public health nurse has continued to serve the families 
of Porter during the past year. 


Visits to homes are one of the most important ser- 
vices brought to you by the nurse. This provides the 
best opportunity to help any member of the family with 
a health problem. We cannot afford to overlook the rap- 
idly increasing recognition of problems of mental and 
emotional health. In the process of growing up, it is 
necessary for a child to learn to get along with himself 
and others and we have learned that the relationships 
surrounding him have much to do with his emotional at- 
titude. Some visits have been made at the request of 
the family physician with specific recommendations 
made by him. Other health problems have come to the 
attention of the nurse during friendly routine visits to 
the home. The nurse visits expectant mothers and new 
babies to give guidance toward early medical super- 
vision. 

Two child health conferences were held this summer 
with twenty-six infants and pre-school children attend- 
ing. Physical examinations were given by Dr. Marston 
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and protection against diphtheria, tetanus, whooping 
cough and smallpox was offered. Six children were vac- 
cinated against smallpox and eleven inoculated against 
the other diseases. Attendance at the conferences has 
not been very great and it would seem that there is 
need for this service. It provides some medical super- 
vision of those children who are not followed by their 
family physician. Would a survey by the health council 
in relation to this need prove valuable? 

As a part of the school health program, examinations 
of selected grades and the athletes have been started. In 
November seventy-five children were examined by the 
school physician. It is expected that this phase of the 
program will be completed in January. Parents of the 
school children received notices of the examinations and 
were urged to check with their family physician if the 
child was not to be seen at school. 

Also in November hearing tests were given to 113 
children in the lower grades. The State Bureau of 
Health has provided a new “‘Puretone” audiometer for 
use in this district. This machine is a more accurate 
way of individually testing for any hearing loss. Previ- 
ous to this time we have had no accurate way of testing 
the very young school children. 


The historic advance made in the protection against 
poliomyelitis has been of intense interest to all. In Oc- 
tober twenty-three children in Porter received their 
second inoculation of the Salk vaccine. At the two 
clinics held vaccine was offered to only the children in 
the first and second grades. In the coming year all 
children five years of age through fourteen years will 
be offered this protection. 


As in the past your nurse has attended monthly meet- 
ings of the health council. In October new members 
from Parsonsfield were admitted to the group and it 
was voted to change the name of the council to the 
Porter-Parsonsfield Health Council. Because of the close 
relationship of these two towns, sharing many common 
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interests, it was felt the work might better be coordi- 
nated if all persons concerned could sit down to discus- 
sion together. Each town has willingly supplied its own 
volunteer service for scheduled health activities. It 
would seem that next year promises to be an interesting 
and active one as the health council is in the process of 
planning some stimulating, educational programs. It 
should again be noted that the health council in your 
town is fulfilling an important function. 

Again I wish to thank the council for their coopera- 
tion and to extend to the town officials, the physicians 
and the school personnel my sincere appreciation for 
their interest.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE AND 
PUBLIC SAFETY 


To the citizens of the Town of Porter we hereby submit 
our report for the year 1955: 


Some progress has been made in the past year. We 
have purchased a two-way radio communications set 
which at a time of disaster will be of unlimited value to 
you, the citizens of Porter. 


We have also on hand nine oil type flares and lumber 
for ten horses to use for road blocks, marking washouts, 
flooded or otherwise dangerous spots, also a first aid 
abo 

We had at the start of the year one item that was too 
costly for the town to maintain, namely the gas heater 
at the observation post. At our insistence this was 
changed to oil, thereby cutting expenses at least fifty 
percent or more and as soon as we find leaks of that 
kind they will be stopped or other less expensive meth- 
ods adopted. 
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While the observation post seems to be a matter of 
criticism by some as to its usefulness, it is nevertheless 
considered by the top officials of our nation as the most 
important part of our National Defense Program, and 
for that reason must be kept in operation twenty-four 
hours every day. 

It is planned to enlarge and improve our police force 
in 1956 and by the end of this year we will have on pa- 
per and in effect an operational plan on file in this office 
which can be inspected by any taxpayer of Porter. 

We wish to thank the citizens of the Town of Porter 
for their loyal support in the past years and at this time 
would like to remind all of you that the success of our 
work depends wholly on your cooperation.

MAINE FOREST SERVICE 


AUGUSTA, MAINE 
January 9, 1956. 


To the Selectmen: 


In the past a number of towns have printed portions 
of the slash disposal law in their town reports. They be- 
lieve this has been worthwhile in obtaining better com- 
pliance with the law and thereby reducing the forest 
fire hazard. Other towns have expressed interest in do- 
ing the same if the law could be summarized in non-legal 
language. To comply with this request, the following 
summary is forwarded. 

Slash and brush which result from cutting of forest 
growth must be disposed of within 50 feet of any public 
highway (this means any road which is maintained 
with public funds). The distance is measured from the 
edge of the pavement closest to the cutting. If itis a 
dirt road the distance is measured from the shoulder 
nearest the cutting. 
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The same applies to railroads, electric power, tele- 
graph, telephone, and pipe lines, except the distance in 
these cases is only 25 feet measured from the nearest 
edge of the right of way. 


Slash and brush resulting from cutting must be kept 
back 25 feet from the adjoining owner’s property line 
and 100 feet from dwellings if so requested by the re- 
spective owners. This provision does not apply to the 
Maine Forestry District. 


Slash and brush resulting from the construction and 
maintenance of highways, railroads, electric power, tele- 
graph, telephone or pipe lines shall be disposed of and 
not left within the right of way. 


The best way to remove brush is to haul away, chip, 
or burn it, but if burned a permit must first be obtained 
from the town forest fire warden. 


Compliance with the law may be required from either 
the operator of a wood lot (usually the stumpage own- 
er) or the landowner. The practice has been to require 
compliance of the operator since he is usually in charge 
of the manner of cutting. 


In the case of highway rights of way, compliance is 
obtained by working through selectmen or the state 
highway supervisor, depending on the type of road in- 
volved. The local supervisor of maintenance is the per- 
son contacted for compliance in the case of railroads or 
other utility rights of way. 


Violators of any of the above provisions may be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $100.00, or by imprison- 
ment for not more than 30 days, or both. 


For detailed interpretations, reference should be made 
to Chapter 36, Sections 83 and 86 of the Revised 
Statutes, 1954.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Porter has continued during the past year to sup- 
port a public health nursing program in which service 
was given by the nurse to the individual, family and 
community. 


All group activities of the health program were 
shared by Porter and Parsonsfield as established last 
year. 

The protection against poliomyelitis which was 
started in 1956 was completed in January and February 
at the three clinics. Ninety-three children received 
their third inoculation and six completed the second. 
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Child health conferences were held during the sum- 
mer months for the infant and preschool children. At- 
tendance for Porter totaled 31. Physical examinations 
were given by the attending physician. In addition, 11 
were vaccinated against smallpox, four completed pro- 
tection against diphtheria, whooping cough, and teta- 
nus, four received booster doses of the same and three 
received their second inoculation of polio vaccine as 
well as nine having their third. 


As a part of the school health program, physical 
examinations of children in selected grades have been 
continued. This phase of the program for this school 
year was completed in December. Children in grades 
one, four, and seven and the athletes in both grade and 
high schools have been examined by Doctor Paul Mar- 
ston, school physician. 

Follow-up work is done throughout the year on de- 
fects found as well as health problems referred from 
other sources. 

Homes have been visited in relation to health super- 
vision for the expectant mother and the infant, as well. 
Referrals were made to clinics for further study where 
there was a need. 

Crippled children’s and cardiac clinics are sponsored 
by the State for the purpose of consultation and for the 
correction of handicaps. 

The Porter-Parsonsfield Health Council has been of 
invaluable service in supplying volunteer help for the 
health activities. 

Again I wish to thank the council and to extend to 
the town Officials, the physicians and the school per- 
sonnel, my sincere appreciation for their interest and 
cooperation. :

Once again we have a report to give you, the tax- 
payers of Porter. 


As you know the Ground Observer Corps is on a 
ready reserve or stand-by basis. We operate a few 
hours, once a month, for practice missions to keep the 
post alive. In case we are called upon due to an act of 
war or a threat of war we will have to man the post on 
a 24-hour schedule, in one hour’s notice. 

We have operated in 1955, ’56 and 757, a total of 
11,967 hours. We have had a total of 174 active ob- 
servers and reported 10,462 planes. 

Our budget for 1958, barring an act of war, should 
not call for much of any funds to operate the post. 

We shall need money for government surplus sup- 
plies for the fire truck we have acquired from the State 
Civil Defense Agency. 

Following is a brief account of how your money 
has been spent in 1957:

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Fiseal Year Ending February 10, 1958 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Porter: 


It is a pleasure to present my fourth annual report as 
superintendent of schools and to discuss with you per- 
tinent aspects of the educational program of Porter, 
with particular reference to recent State legislation and 
to the changing method of evaluating high schools. 


THE SINCLAIR BILL 

The Ninety-Eighth Legislature, in regular and spe- 
cial session, has enacted into law what promises to be 
the most far-reaching and important educational legis- 
lation in Maine since 1893, at which time local school 
districts were abolished and towns were made respon- 
sible for all public school education within their bound- 
aries. This new “Sinclair Bill’ provides an opportunity 
for smaller towns to join together cooperatively to 
form a larger administrative district, and thereby ac- 
complish what the towns cannot hope to do individually, 
particularly at the high school level. Section 111 A be- 
gins “It is declared to be the policy of the State to en- 
courage the development of school administrative units 
of sufficient size to provide more equalized educational 
opportunity for pupils, to establish satisfactory school 
DIOUTAINS sway 

In setting up incentives for the formation of these 
larger administrative districts, the law provides for 1) 
a greater educational subsidy and 2) school building 
construction aid for those towns entering into such an 
arrangement. The foundation program requires pro- 
vision of pre-primary through grade twelve and the 
reorganized district must be of such size as to have 300 
pupils in grades nine through twelve. 
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I recommend and believe that the town officials and 
citizens of Porter should inform themselves on the 
more detailed aspects of this new bill as rapidly as 
group meetings make it feasible. 


APPROVAL AND ACCREDITATION 

Porter will be effected directly by this program, since 
all high schools will be listed as either “Approved” or 
“Accredited”, beginning in 1960. As of this date, a 
different set of standards than are used currently will 
be effective for the evaluation of high schools. Those 
secondary schools meeting a basic set of standards will 
be rated as Approved. Those high schools meeting a 
more complicated and higher set of standards can 
achieve an Accredited rating. 


Examination of these standards which will provide 
an Accredited rating show that while it may not be im- 
possible to meet them in a small school, it will be gener- 
ally considered prohibitive in cost to do so. By their 
very nature, they are such that only as a high school 
approaches an enrollment of about 300 pupils will it 
ordinarily be considered feasible to attempt to provide 
this program of services. 

This is 1958. In two years, this program will be in 
effect. It seems apparent that all towns supporting 
small high schools must consider if the town shall be 
satisfied with an Approved school, or whether there 
should be cooperative planning with neighboring towns 
to provide an Accredited secondary school. 


STAFF AND PUPILS 

Two teachers are new to the faculty of Porter schools 
this year. They are Mr. Richard Lovely and Mr. Rich- 
ard Pratt of the high school staff. 

Mr. Richard Lovely of Springvale replaces Mr. Carl 
Butler as Industrial Arts instructor. Mr. Lovely, who 
received his Bachelor’s degree from Gorham State 
Teachers College, previously taught woodworking at 
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Lewiston High School. He served in the Air Force in 
the second World War, and has had extensive practical 
experience in industry. 2 

Mr. Richard Pratt succeeds Mr. Leroy Nisbett as 
teacher of mathematics and science. He also coaches 
the Junior High boys’ basketball. A native of Jaffrey, 
New Hampshire, Mr. Pratt received his Bachelor’s de- 
gree from the University of New Hampshire, and he 
also has an additional year of professional preparation 
at Keene Teachers College. A veteran of the Marine 
Corps in World War II, he previously taught at North 
Bennington, Vermont.

International events of the past year, Sputniks in 
particular, have pointed up the critical need for in- 
creased attention to a high level of scholastic achieve- 
ment from those who have the capacity to excel in this 
particular area. The home should certainly accept a 
share of the responsibility for promoting a seriousness 
of purpose and an abiding respect for superior intel- 
lectual achievement. Certainly a major factor in the 
effectiveness of the educational process at any level is 
the desire and attitude on the part of the learner. The 
home can assist greatly in its partnership role with 
the school by insisting that pupils —particularly high 
school pupils, apply themselves faithfully to their. 
studies. 
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The new minimum teacher salary law requires addi- 
tional salary increases, but it should be pointed out 
that this is a minimum provision, and that the general 
level of teachers’ salaries in Maine is considerably in 
advance of the minimum salary law. For example, the 
average teacher salary in Porter is $3,208.00, in Maine 
as a whole, $3,645.00. To continue to compete for 
teachers Porter will have to continue to move teachers’ 
salaries upward. 

This new salary law provides for annual increases of 
$100.00 between the following ranges as the minimum 
amounts:

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

The program of improving and maintaining the 
school buildings included noticeable gains at both 
schools. Two rooms were redecorated at the Primary 
School, with two teachers’ desks and sixteen pupil seat- 
ing units being provided. This leaves the first grade 
room to be equipped with new pupils’ desks. A special 
article in the warrant will provide an opportunity to 
make funds available for exterior painting of this 
building. 
At the high school the main room was completely 
renovated except for the ceiling tile which had been 
installed previously. Unused space between this room 
and the English room was utilized to provide storage 
closets for each room. An electric typewriter was 
added to the commercial department equipment to pro- 
vide experience on this machine after learning on the 
manual machines. The English room was equipped 
with aluminum storm sash, grading around the Indus- 
trial Arts Shop was completed, and this exterior por- 
tion of the building was painted. Plans for next year 
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include storm sash for another room, provision of two 
new typewriters to replace old models in the commer- 
cial department, and the renovation of the commercial 
room. 

THE SCHOOL LUNCH PROGRAM 

Three factors affecting the financial status of lunch 
programs adversely this year are called to your atten- 
tion. First, the USDA subsidy has been decreased an- 
other half-cent per pupil meal. Second, the price of the 
required half-pint of milk per pupil meal has been in- 
creased one cent by the Maine Milk Board. Third, the 
receipt of surplus meats from the Department of Agri- 
culture has been reduced drastically,—this year’s allo- 
cations has been one small shipment of frozen ground 
beef. The cumulative effect of these three factors is 
considerable. We attempt to counter them through the 
two avenues available, to operate the program eco- 
nomically, and to request an increased town appro- 
priation. 

THE BUDGET 

Inspection of the two sets of comparison tables which 
follow reveals that the requested overall appropriations 
are in the same general amount as for the past year, 
despite an estimated increase in expenditures. These 
amounts are those recommended by the school depart- 
ment to carry on essentially the same level of service 
and program for the ensuing year. 

Expenditures have been increasing steadily over the 
recent years, here and elsewhere. Certainly the citi- 
zens who feel the effects of a rising economy in their 
personal and family budgets will recognize that the in- 
creasing costs of goods and services afiect school 
budgets similarly. Money to operate the Porter schools 
is derived chiefly from three sources: tuition, local ap- 
propriations and State subsidy. The increase in State 
educational subsidy resulting from the Sinclair Bill is 
the chief factor permitting an appropriation of the 
same general amount to finance a larger estimated 
expenditure for the ensuing year.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintending School Committee, the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, and the Citizens of the Town 
of Porter: 


Again it is my pleasure to submit for your considera- 
tion my report as principal of your high school. 


As you know, the high school has been reorganized 
this year under a five-year program which now incor- 
porates the eighth grade as part of our secondary unit. 
Iam happy to report to you that all facets of this opera- 
tion seem to be working satisfactorily. The eighth 
grade students enjoy the variety which comes from 
having more than one teacher handle their instruction. 
The teachers feel that it is advantageous, in that by 
the time these eighth graders have become Freshmen, 
they are accustomed to more than one teacher in a 
school day. Also, the teachers will be much better ac- 
quainted with the individual abilities and differences 
of our Freshmen at the very beginning of the school 
year. 


The physical condition of the building, generally 
speaking, is good. During the past summer, the “main 
room” was completely renovated and two new closets 
were added from unused space between room partitions. 
Needless to say, these improvements were much appre- 
ciated by faculty and students alike. I sincerely hope 
that our renovation program can be continued to in- 
clude both the commercial room and the science room 
in the near future. 


Our enrollment this year has increased considerably. 
In June of 1957, we graduated twenty-four Seniors; 
last September, we enrolled thirty-nine Freshmen. 
This number has since dropped to thirty-six, but this 
still represents a considerable increase in school popu- 
lation. Needless to say, this has created certain prob- 
lems related to instruction and available space. The

space problem is not yet at the critical stage as far as 
class space is concerned, but if enrollments continue to 
increase in this manner, it soon will be. However, it ts 
true, now, that we do not have a room in the building 
_large enough to accommodate all of our students for 
assembly purposes. | 

I should like to devote considerable time to a discus- 
sion of the above-mentioned problem in instruction 
which to me is at the critical stage. In most instances, 
the size of the various classes is not a particular handi- 
cap. For example, college preparatory classes include 
only a portion of our students; therefore, the number 
in these classes is not large enough to create an in- 
structional problem to the teacher. Commercial classes, 
as another illustration, include only a portion of our 
students; thus, once again, the number in these classes 
is not large enough to create an instructional problem. 

However, we do have a serious problem in our 
English classes. This, by the way, is by no means the 
fault of the English instructor, who is exceptionally 
well qualified, competent, and experienced. The pre- 
dicament lies in the fact that we have only one such 
English instructor who must handle all of our enroll- 
ment in this field. She must teach all of the Freshmen 
as a group, all of the Sophomores as a group, and so on 
for the other two classes. In any one given group, abil- 
ity ranges from low average or below to the brilliant; 
consequently, the teacher is faced with the problem of | 
adapting lessons to attempt to fit the needs and interest 
of the entire group. In a situation such as this, the 
teacher is faced with an almost impossible task in that 
she cannot hope to reach maximum achievement with 
all levels of ability. 

The solution to this dilemma lies in homogeneous 
classes whereby the students are grouped on the basis 
of ability and then taught according to their ability. 
This is an educational principle which has been tried 
and proven by educators in all parts of the world. 
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To me, our most imperative need at this time, in 
order to insure high caliber instruction and achieve- 
ment in our English classes, is the addition of another 
academic teacher so that grouping can be accomplished. 
I would then be able to divide each English class into 
two divisions and these classes could be equally dis- 
tributed between the two teachers. If we could secure 
the services of a teacher certified to teach not only 
English, but also foreign languages, we would be able to 
offer our college preparatory students two foreign lan- 
guages. The majority of the liberal arts colleges still 
prefer students with a background in two foreign lan- 
guages; either two years each in two, or three years in 
one and one year in another. 


I am very pleased to be able to report to you that I 
have been able to include a remedial reading course in 
cur curriculum this year, and hope to be able to main- 
tain it in the future, if we can sustain personnel trained 
in this important area. Miss Nancy Solman of the high 
school faculty had special training in this field during 
the past summer, and this current school year has be- 
gun remedial reading instruction in the Freshman class. 
Present plans call for this to be continued each year as 
a regular Freshman course. 


In conclusion, I wish to express deep appreciation to 
the school committee, the superintendent, the faculty, 
the student body, and townspeople, for their splendid 
cooperation.

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BUILDING ORDINANCE FOR THE 
TOWN OF PORTER, MAINE 


Lo promote the health, safety, convenience and gen- 
eral welfare of the community by regulating the con- 
struction and alteration of buildings therein in the 
Town of Porter, Maine, in accordance with Section 111, 
Chapter 90-A of the Revised Statutes of Maine, the 
following ordinance is hereby enacted by the voters of 
the Town of Porter, Maine, in annual town meeting con- 
vened: 


ARTICLE I—TOWN BUILDING INSPECTOR 


Sect. 1. For the purpose of this ordinance, the 
Board of Selectmen shall annually appoint not more 
than two Town Building Inspectors who shall perform 
the duties pertaining to his office as designated in the 
provisions of this ordinance. 


sect. 2. The Town Building Inspector in the per- 
formance of his official duty may enter any building 
for the purpose of making an inspection for the proper 
enforcement of this ordinance. Any owner or occupant 
who refuses to permit the Building Inspector to enter 
his building or willfully obstructs him in the inspection 
of such building as required by this ordinance, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $1.00 nor more than 
$20.00 to be recovered by complaint or indictment. The 
Building Inspector will report in writing, any violations 
to the selectmen. 


Sect. 3. The Building Inspector shall make known 
his decision on an application for a permit within ten 
days from the date he receives the application. 


Sect. 4. The Building Inspector shall be paid an 
amount equal to the application fee which shall consti- 
tute full compensation for his services. 
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ARTICLE II—CONDITIONS 


All land shall be subject to the following regulations 
and restrictions: *, 

Sect. 1. No building shall be erected, and no build- 
ings shall be altered, maintenance excluded, without a 
building permit from the Building Inspector. Mainte- 
nance is hereby defined as the work required to keep a 
building in such a condition that it may be continuously 
utilized at its original or designed capacity and effici- 
ency for its intended purpose. Alteration is hereby de- 
fined as a relocation of rearrangement of; an addition 
to; or an architectural, structural or other change in a 
building effecting its structural strength, safety, ca- 
pacity, efficiency or usefulness. Applications for a per- 
mit shall be in writing to the selectmen and shall 
include adequate plans and specifications of the con- 
struction or alteration to be accomplished. 


(A) Fees for permits shall be charged according to 
the following schedules (value of work to be deter- 
mined by contractor or builder subject to revision by 
Building Inspector).

Sect. 2. The Building Inspector shall approve or re- 
ject applications, for permits based upon the following 
requirements: | 

(a) Foundations shall be constructed of solid ce- 
ment, bricks, cement block, or stone. Industrial struc- 
tures and accessory buildings may be set on brick, stone 
or cement piers. 7 

(b) Chimneys shall be constructed in accordance 
with the specifications outlined by the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters. 
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(c) Buildings must be framed according to good 
building practices and outside walls shall be con- 
structed of either shingles, siding clapboards, brick or 
stucco, and all materials customarily painted shall be 
painted. 3 


(d) Roofs shall be constructed of wood, fire-resist- 
ant shingles, metal, or fire resisting composition. 

(e) All buildings in public and private use shall con- 
tain plumbing and sewerage disposal facilities commen- 
surate with their use. All plumbing and sewerage dis- 
posal facilities shall be installed in accordance with the 
State of Maine Plumbing Code. 


(f) All electrical installations shall be in accordance 
with standards set forth in the National Electrical 
Code. 


(g) Every dwelling shall have a minimum ground 
fioor area of 720 square feet for each apartment. Every 
habitable room shall have one or more windows in the 
external wall. The minimum area of such a window 
shall not be less than 1/10th the floor area of the room 
and at least 30% of the window shall be ventilating. 
Every bathroom and water closet compartment shall be 
ventilated by a window at least six square feet in area, 
ventilating at least 30%. 


(h) In every dwelling hereafter erected, access to 
all living rooms and bedrooms and to at least one water 
closet compartment shall be provided without passing 
through any bedroom. 


Sect. 3. No new building shall be occupied until the 
Building Inspector has given his approval in writing 
that the same has been built in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance. If the owner permits it 
to be occupied without such approval, he shall be liable 
to a fine of $10.00 for each week he permits such build- 
ing to be so occupied, to be recovered by complaint or 
indictment. If approval is not given by the Building 
Inspector and if the owner has in his own judgment 
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complied with the provisions of this ordinance, an ap- 
peal may be taken to the Board of Selectmen and, if on 
such appeal it shall be decided by them that the pro- 
visions of this ordinance have been complied with, thé 
owner of said building shall not be liable to a fine for 
want of approval of the Building Inspector. 


sect. 4. The Board of Selectmen may require the 
Building Inspector to inspect chimneys, flues, funnels, 
stoves, furnaces, boilers, boiler connections and heat- 
ing apparatus of any particular building at any time 
to ascertain if the same are safe against fire. The 
Building Inspector may give such direction in writing 
as he may deem necessary to the owner of said build- 
ing to make changes in the construction or situation of 
such items to make the same safe. Appeals may be 
made in writing from any order or direction of the 
Building Inspector to the Board of Selectmen, whose 
order thereon shall be final. If the owner of any build- 
ing neglects or refuses for more than thirty days to 
comply with such order or direction of the Building 
Inspector, or as may be confirmed by the Board of Se- 
lectmen on appeal, he shall be punished by a fine of 
$10.00 for each week he so neglects or refuses, to be 
recovered by complaint or indictment. 


ARTICLE III—EXCEPTIONS 


Sect. 1. The restrictions contained in Article II, 
Section 2, (a) through (h), shall not apply in the case 
of small dairyrooms, root cellars, poultry houses, farm 
and sheds and other similar small structures to be so 
located on the owner’s property as not to menace the 
property of another. However, such building shall not 
become the permanent dwelling of any family unit. 


Sect. 2. Any building now in use, or in the process 
of being altered, or any new building in the process of 
construction, at the time this ordinance is adopted, may 
be continued even though it does not conform to the 
provisions of this ordinance. 
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ARTICLE IV—ADMINISTRATION 


Sect. 1. It shall be the duty of the Board of Select- 
men and the Board is hereby given power and authority 
to enforce the provisions of the ordinance. 


Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall require that 
the application for a building permit be in writing and 
include a plot plan and contain all necessary informa- 
tion to enable the Building Inspector to ascertain 
whether the proposed building or structure and its in- 
tended use comply with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance. 


sect. 3. No building permit shall be issued until the 
Building Inspector has verified that the proposed con- 
struction or alteration and its intended use comply with 
the provisions of this ordinance. 


Sect. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person to com- 
mence work for erection or alteration of any building 
or structure until a permit has been duly granted for 
such erection or alteration by the Building Inspector. 


Sect. 5. The Board of Selectmen shall require the 
Building Inspector to keep a list of persons receiving 
permits, location, description and estimated cost of the 
work to be accomplished and submit such lists to the 
Board of Assessors on or before the first day of April 
for the previous tax year. For purposes of this ordi- 
nance, the tax year shall run from April first through 
March thirty-first. 


ARTICLE V—APPEALS 


Sect. 1. Unless otherwise specified in this ordinance, 
an appeal may be taken from any order issued by the 
Building Inspector, or from his refusal to grant a per- 
mit, to the Board of Selectmen and from the Board of 
Selectmen to the Superior Court as outlined in Section 
3, 1V, C5 of Chapter 90-A of the Revised Statutes. 
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ARTICLE VI—PENALTIES 


Sect. 1. Unless otherwise specified, violation of this 
ordinance shall be punishable by a fine of not exceeding, 
one hundred dollars ($100.00). The Oxford Municipal 
Court shall have jurisdiction of all offenses subject to 
exceptions and appeal as is provided by law. 


ARTICLE VII—AMENDMENTS 


Sect. 1. The regulations and restrictions, as pro- 
vided in this ordinance, may be amended, modified, 
changed or repealed by inserting the same as an article 
in the warrant of the regular or special town meeting. 
Such amendment, modification, change or repeal shall 
not become effective except by a majority of the voters 
at regular or special town meetings. 


ARTICLE VITI—VALIDITY 


Sect. 1. Should any section or provision of this ordi- 
nance be declared to be invalid by court of competent 
jurisdiction, such decision shall not affect the validity 
of the ordinance as a whole or any part thereof.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The generalized public health nursing program car- 
ried on in Porter this past year included, as in previous 
years, participation in community health activities as 
well as direct service to the families. 

All group activities were shared by Porter and Par- 
sonsfield as established two years ago. 

Three child health conferences were held during the 
summer months for infant and preschool children with 
a total attendance from your town of 39. In addition 
to the physical examinations given, protection against ” 
diphtheria, tetanus, whooping cough, smallpox and’ 
polio were offered to those children needing immuniza- 
tion. 

In October, physical examinations of the school chil- 
dren were started in the high school group. This phase 
of the health program provides examinations for chil- 
dren in selected grades who are not under regular medi- 
cal supervision. It is expected the program will be com- 
pleted in February. Follow-up work is done throughout 
the year on defects found. One child was referred to. 
the Cardiac Clinic for further study and one was re- 
ferred to Crippled Children’s Clinic for consultation and 
treatment. 

Home visiting provides an excellent opportunity to 
discuss with the parent any health problem, whether it 
be in relation to an infant, school child or an aged per- 
son in the home. 

As always, the Porter-Parsonsfield Health Council 
has been of invaluable service in supplying volunteer 
help for the various activities. No program can be suc- 
cessful without the support of the people it serves. 
Let us work in the coming year, not only to continue 
the established programs but to realize an expansion 
of the services. 

Again I wish to thank the council and to extend to 
the town officials, the physicians and the school per- 
sonnel my sincere appreciation for their interest and 
cooperation.

PINE BLISTER RUST REPORT

Dear Mr. Chapman: 

This is a brief report of the work done on white pine 
blister rust control during 1958 in Porter. 

We examined carefully 1,899 acres of pine growing 
land and nearby lands for a protective strip. We found 
and destroyed 6,944 wild currant and gooseberry 
bushes. Of this number most all were on 38 acres. The 
total cost was $199.98 which was equally divided be- 
tween the Town of Porter and the State of Maine. 

There is no area scheduled for work in Porter next 
year, but beginning in 1961 the rest of the town should 
be carefully rechecked to protect the many acres of 
young growing pine that is within your municipal 
boundaries. 

I appreciate the cooperation of your Board and the 
landowners of Porter in bringing this work up to date.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending February 5, 1959 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Porter: 


I hereby begin my fifth annual report as superin- 
tendent of schools with the following listings of two 
faculty changes this past year in the Porter schools. 

Mr. William Cousins was named instructor of mathe- 
matics and science at Porter High School, and coach 
of Junior High basketball and baseball for the boys. 
Mr. Cousins was graduated from Deering High School 
prior to his tour of military service with the Air Force. 
He holds a Bachelor’s degree from Boston University, 
and has nearly completed work for his Master’s degree 
there. 

Mrs. Donna Knapp was appointed music supervisor 
of the school union, assuming duties which had been. 
shared previously by two persons, Mrs. Ida Rich and 
Mrs. Flora Carpenter. Mrs. Knapp received her educa- 
tion in public school music at Boston University, from 
which she received her Bachelor’s degree in 1958. Her 
student teaching was in the schools of West Newton, 
Massachusetts. 

PLANT REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 

At the high school the commercial room was reno- 
vated in the continuing program of interior improve- 
ment. Two new typewriters were provided for the 
commercial department and it was necessary to pur- 
‘chase a new power lawn mower. The new classroom on 
the lower floor was fitted with aluminum storm sash. 

Twenty-two new seating units were provided for the 
first grade room, and the exterior of the Porter Primary 
building was painted. 

Following purchase of the Garner Gymnasium ac- 
cording to the vote at last year’s annual town meeting, 
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the fire escape was moved to the opposite side of the 
building and a fire escape door with panic hardware 
was installed—an additional hot water tank was pro- 
vided for the gym dressing rooms, utilizing the coal 
furnace as a source of heat. 


Funds have been provided in the school budget to 

provide two new typewriters, to equip another room 
with aluminum storm sash, to purchase a tape recorder 
for language arts use at the high school. Plans also 
include painting the pre-primary classroom and mak- 
ing provision for some usable bleachers at the baseball 
field. Some of the rental income for the fire station will 
be used to purchase fire extinguishers for the gym, and 
to repair the section of the gym roof above the bus 
stalls. 


THE BUDGET 


Tables of appropriations and expenditures for a 
three-year period are provided for your convenience. 
The school department recommends a total appropria- 
tion of $24,150.00 for the ensuing year. This is an in- 
crease of $550.00 over the preceding year. Estimated 
expenditures have increased much more rapidly than 
the appropriations, the larger portion of this increase 
being offset by increased State aid and increased tuition 
receipts. A major factor in increased costs is the man- 
datory pay increases for teachers under the State 
minimum salary schedule. A lesser portion is due to 
the higher price structure generally prevailing in the 
national economy. I would also point out that the 
average teacher salary in Porter of $3,492.00 is con- 
siderably below the State average of $3,825.00, in order 
to emphasize the need for continued salary improve- 
ment. 


Both operating funds and rental income for the Gar- 
ner Gym, which was purchased by the town in May, 
have been incorporated in the regular school budget.

ON THE EDUCATIONAL SCENE 

The past year has produced a rapidly moving educa- 
tional scene. Pronounced trends have developed nation- 
wide in organizational structure of school districts, and 
in curriculum trends, particularly at the high school 
level. The National Education Defense Act of 1958, as 
passed by the recent Congress, has made provisions for 
funds to upgrade teaching in several critical areas,— 
mathematics, science, foreign languages, and guidance. 
Funds have also been made available for loans to needy | 
students at the college level. I would also refer you to 
the Conant Report,—the result of a two-year study of 
secondary education under the auspices of the Carnegie 
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Foundation. An eminent scholar and scientist, Dr. 
James B. Conant is former president of Harvard Uni- 
versity and was also ambassador to West Germany. 
His report makes numerous recommendations for im- 
provement of the secondary education program, all 
premised on larger comprehensive high schools organ- 
ized to provide a broad program for the widely varying 
interests and abilities of the youth of high school age. 

Within the state, cities and towns have participated 
widely in studies of the relative advantages and dis- 
advantages of joining with other municipalities to form 
School Administrative Districts under the so-called Sin- 
clair Law. In the past year, thirty cities and towns 
have formed six Administrative School Districts, and 
are already operating as such. Applications have been 
submitted for many more proposed districts, which 
would then become eligible for a greater amount of 
state aid, and also for school construction aid from the 
state. A second development has been the activity of 
larger high schools in the evaluation studies prepara- 
tory to seeking “Accreditation” under the revised high 
school rating system which will become effective July 
1; 1960. 

The State Curriculum Committee has published its 
Proposed Philosophy and Program of Studies for Sec- 
ondary Schools, which is having a very noticeable effect 
already. Briefly, it is designed to provide appropriate 
offerings for the widely varying abilities and interests 
of the pupils. It utilizes ability grouping, with a heavier 
work load and higher standards of achievement for 
those pupils in the abler sections. Slower learning 
groups would be required to work to capacity, but 
would be given goals which they could achieve. The 
rate of pupil progress in each class section would be 
adjusted to pupil capacities. Basic to the program is 
the provision also of trained library and guidance per- 
sonnel, and of physical education for all pupils. It is 
generally considered that to provide this improved pro- 
gram economically it is necessary to have an enroll- 
ment of about 300 pupils in grades nine through twelve. 
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In view of these developments, it behooves each town 
to continuously study and evaluate the educational op- 
portunity it is providing its youth, particularly with 
regard to the aspects of competition with youth from 
larger high schools in the matters of advanced educa- 
tion and jobs. 


Locally, a study committee composed of interested 
persons from several towns in the area have been en- 
gaged in the consideration of the relative advantages 
and disadvantages of forming a School Administrative 
District. For the present at least, there are fewer than 
the 300 high school pupils necessary for the formation 
of a district without special legislative approval. The 
committee is in the process of exploring the matter of 
forming a district with this smaller number of pupils 
through special legislative approval, and it is expected 
that they will make a recommendation soon. 

Appreciation is hereby expressed for the cooperation 
and assistance of the school committee, the staff, and 
of Porter citizens in the operation of the Porter schools 
in the year just closed.

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REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintending School Committee, the Super- 
intendent of Schools, and the Citizens of Porter: 

I submit to you, for your consideration, my report as 
principal of your high school. 

School opened in September with an enrollment of 
114 students in grades 8-12, inclusive. As of the mo- 
ment, due to transfers and dropouts, our school popu- 
lation is 106. This is a reduction of approximately 9% 
from the enrollment figures of the previous year and 
may be accounted for in a small way by local students 
who have transferred to other schools but is largely due 
to an unusual number of students moving away during 
the preceding summer. After checking with the 
schools which normally supply our secondary popula- 
tion, it would appear, unforseen events excluded, that 
we can expect approximately 130 students to be en- 
rolled in the fall of 1959. This number does not pose a 
critical classroom problem as of the immediate future; 
however, it is still true, as I have pointed out to you 
before, that we do not have a room large enough to 
accommodate all students for assembly purposes. 

Our program of physical improvement and renova- 
tion of the school plant was continued last summer to 
the extent that the commercial room has been com- 
pletely refinished. Thus, at the present time, all class- 
rooms have been renovated with the exception of the 
science room which I believe will be done in the near 
future. I sincerely urge all of you to visit your high 
school and view the physical improvements which have 
been accomplished over the past few years. 

Our faculty has remained stable again this year with 
only one replacement created by the resignation of Mr. 
Richard Pratt of the Mathematics and Science Depart- 
ment. He was replaced by Mr. William Cousins, a Port- 
land native, who holds his bachelor’s degree from Bos- 
ton University and is within a few hours of advanced 


52 


study of being the recipient of his master’s degree. Of 
our present faculty, two members hold the master’s de- 
gree, one soon will, and three others are currently en- 
gaged in a program of advanced study beyond the 
bachelor’s degree. 

In regard to our program of studies, we are continu- 
ally striving to make improvements. This year, we 
have been able to split the Freshman and Sophomore 
English classes into two divisions of each. If you will 
recall my report of last year, I mentioned to you the 
need of accomplishing this in order to provide improved 
learning situations. Instead of one English class for 
Freshmen and one for Sophomores, we now offer two 
in each case in which the students are grouped on the 
basis of ability and achievement. Thus, instead of a 
classroom situation in which the teacher faces the im- 
possible task of adapting lessons to attempt to fit the 
needs and interests of a wide range of abilities, we now 
have a situation whereby students of similar abilities 
and achievement can be taught at a level which will re- 
sult in increased achievement. 

The general success of any school is usually measured 
by the layman in terms of many factors. Chief among 
them is the type of preparation the school is capable of 
rendering for advanced study. Consequently, it is with 
great pride and personal satisfaction that I point out 
to you that of our graduating class of 1958, fifty-five 
per cent are now currently engaged in study of some 
type beyond the high school level. Of these, forty-five 
per cent are enrolled in regular four-year college pro- 
erams. 

In concluding my report, I should like to touch briefly 
upon the Sinclair Law and our schools. As most of you 
know, during the past summer and fall a series of meet- 
ings were held with representatives from Porter and 
nearby towns to study the feasibility of consolidating 
into an administrative school district as prescribed un- 
der this law. Committees were organized and an ex- 
haustive study was made. For the immediate future, 
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we do not have enough high school students in the 
towns concerned to meet the minimum population re- 
quirements to institute a secondary unit under the Sin- 
clair Law. As I understand it, a bill will be presented 
in the present legislature to grant permission to or- 
ganize an administrative unit of less than the now- 
required enrollment number. If this bill is passed, you 
will be called upon to vote as to whether or not you wish 
to enter into an administrative school district. If this 
transpires, I strongly urge you to attend any and all of 
such meetings which will be held to explain the school 
administrative district and what it will mean to your 
town and your educational system.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


At the year’s end it is again appropriate to give you 
an account of public health nursing services in your 
community for the year 1959. 


As in the previous three years, all group activities of 
the health program were shared by Porter and Parsons- 
field. The joint health council has assisted in the plan- 
ning and willingly volunteered service for scheduled 
health activities. 


Three child health conferences were held during the 
summer months with a total attendance from your 
town of 65 which about doubled that of. last year. The 
percentage of infants attending was most pleasing. 
Regular medical supervision for this very young age 
group is so important. The primary purpose of the con- 
ferences is, of course, to provide for those children not 
under medical care continuously. Health supervision 
is to keep the well child well. In addition to the physical 
examinations given, nine were vaccinated against small- 
pox, twenty completed protection against diphtheria, 
whooping cough and tetanus, and fourteen received two 
doses of polio vaccine and twelve received their third 
dose. 


Physical examinations for the children in the selected 
grades at school which were started last school year 
were completed in the spring. In September of this 
year, this phase of the program was again started and 
the examinations were completed in November. Follow- 
up work on defects found is now being done. One child 
was referred to the State cardiac clinic for further 
study and will be followed there. The nurse is ready, 
as always, to direct families to the local or State re- 
sources where help may be obtained. 


Home visits have also been made through other 
means of referral and so provide an excellent opportu- 
nity for help with any type of problem. 
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It is planned that the audiometer will be used in 
February to test the hearing of those children who en- 
tered school this year for the first time and others re- 
ferred by the teachers. 

A successful public health nursing program does, and 
indeed should, depend largely upon the interest, support, 
and volunteer work of the local people, individually and 
through organized group effort. You have those indi- 
viduals and just such a group in your local health 
council. 

Your nurse has attended the meetings of the council 
and the group is planning a series of programs in re- 
lation to health education in which they are extremely 
interested and hope to interest other townspeople. 

Again I wish to thank the council and to extend to 
the town officials, the physicians and the school per- 
sonnel, my sincere appreciation for their interest and 
cooperation.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending February 10, 1960 
To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Porter: 

The charts and tables which follow this brief state- 
ment are presented for your consideration in evalu- 
ating your schools. It is not suggested that the mate- 
rials cover all the facets of the school picture. However, 
the materials presented will provide some insight into 
the school program. You are extended a cordial invita- 
tion to visit your schools and evaluate them at first 
hand. } 

The kind of schools which you, the citizens, may want 
and need, during this last half of the twentieth century, 
will cost money and probably a great deal of money. It 
is a poor system of edueational appraisal which talks 
about school costs, but says no word about the economic 
results of general education. In evaluating our schools 
it would be well to keep in mind the following words 
written by Woodrow Wilson in 1901: 

“Education is a thing of infinite usury. Money 
devoted to it yields a singular increase to which 
there is no calculable end, an increase in perpetu- 
ity—an increase of knowledge, and therefore of 
intelligence and efficiency, touching generation 
after generation with new impulses, adding to the 
sum total of the world’s fitness for affairs—an 
invisible but intensely real spiritual usury beyond 
reckoning, becomes compounded in unknown ratio 
from age to age.”’ 

The privilege, opportunity and responsibility of serv- 
ing as superintendent of your public schools since July 
1, 1959, has been a high honor. The cooperation and 
friendly reception extended by all school personnel, 
town officials, and citizens at large, has been a source 
of deep satisfaction.

The financial report submitted by the Porter school 
department for the fiscal year ending February 10, 
1960, indicates a total expenditure of $62,859.11 ex- 
clusive of the special classroom and painting account. 
The department will carry forward a balance of $12,- 
241.80. 


The budget, as prepared for 1960, anticipates a total 
expenditure, excluding renovations, of $66,519.00. An 
insert has been prepared by the school department for 
inclusion in your annual town report which presents for 
comparison purposes expenditures for the past three 
years and shows the relationship of old accounts to the 
budgeted accounts for 1960 under the new accounting 
procedures adopted by the Joint Superintending School 
Committee of Maine, School Union Nine, in December, 
1959. The 1959-1960 expenditures and balance carried 
as indicated do not agree with the financial report be- 
cause the budget data exhibit was, out of necessity, 
prepared a month before books actually closed.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee, the Super- 
intendent of Schools, and the Citizens of Porter: 

I submit for your consideration my report as princi- 
pal of Porter High School. 

The heart of a good school program is a sound cur- 
riculum which will provide opportunities for each stu- 
dent to achieve his maximum in specific areas of study. 
Our present program falls far too short in this vital 
matter. A large percentage of our female students 
would benefit from courses in homemaking, family 
living, food and clothing. College bound pupils need 
additional courses in foreign languages, economics, 
government and speech. A comprehensive school must 
be prepared to provide a varied curriculum in order to 
satisfy all student needs. Serious consideration should 
be given to providing these courses for future pupils. 

Grouping of students for instructing on different 
levels was installed last year but grouping without any 
provisions for teaching the different levels results in 
little gain in education. Consideration should be given 
to providing the proper instructional materials for the 
grouped classes. 

The facilities in the renovated science room are be- 
ing fully utilized, although the addition of a portable 
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demonstration table in this room would add to the effec- 
tiveness of the science curriculum, by providing the 
instructor with a place for class demonstration of ex- 
periments. Such a unit would be used by all teachers 
in the science program. * 

Safety is of great concern to all personnel in the 
school. Quick and safe passage of pupils from a build- 
ing is a necessity in the event of an emergency. With 
this problem in mind, an outside metal fire escape 
should be provided for rooms on the second and third 
floors. At the present time the narrow wooden stair- | 
ways could be blocked off or destroyed by a fast burn- 
ing fire or explosion. Some type of automatic fire light 
should be installed in the basement hall to provide light- 
ing for any emergency. 

In an endeavor to meet a need for the recognition of 
scholarship, a chapter of the National Honor Society 
has been organized this year. In a gesture of apprecia- 
tion for his educational endeavors for Porter High 
School, the chapter has been named the Harry G. True 
Chapter by the members of the society. Another extra- 
curricular activity is the formation of a Student Coun- 
cil. Training and participation in the democratic prac- 
tices of our society can be effectively achieved by stu- 
dents working with a council. 

The training received in the sports program can best 
be attested by a look at the athletic performances of 
these teams. The influence of the program has many 
far reaching effects on the education of the participants. 
Porter is fortunate in having this program in the hands 
of such a capable and interested coach. Students and 
alumni of Porter High are to be commended for their 
united efforts in the securing of a new scoreboard for 
the gym. 

Parents are urged to visit the school and confer with 
members of the staff about their student’s present and 
future educational courses. Porter is your school, may 
we look forward to seeing you this year?

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Public health, in simple terms, is the sum total of the 
health of individuals and families living in a community. 
An organized program for public health is one that offers 
those individuals and families every possible chance of 
living and enjoying life, free from the handicaps of 
preventable disease and disability. In more formal terms, 
the objective of a public health program is to bring to 
all the people the benefits of modern medical and related 
sciences including the care and rehabilitation of the 
sick and disabled, the promotion of healthful living, and 
the prevention and control of disease. 


A number of people are involved in the attaining of 
this objective. All together they make up a “health 
team’’. The public health nurse is an essential member 
of this team. She shares in planning and action with 
other workers in the fields of health, education and wel- 
fare; with physicians, hospitals, clinics; with school 
personnel; with citizen groups. One of her important 
functions is coordination with the others involved to 
provide public health services to individuals, families, 
and community. Citizens of the community are also 
essential members of the health team. Alert to the 
health needs of their community, taking their share of 
responsibility to meet these needs, their contribution as 
health workers is indispensable to the effectiveness of 
the public health program. A vital, dynamic, working 
‘health team” in the local community strengthens the 
public health not only of that community, but also of 
the State and the Nation. 


The public health nursing program carried on in your 
town this past year included, as in previous years, 
participation in community health activities as well as 
direct service to the families. All group activities were 
shared by Porter and Parsonsfield. The joint health 
council has assisted in the planning, and willingly volun- 
teered service for scheduled activities. 
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Three child health conferences were held during the 
summer months with a total attendance from your 
town of 25. This number is about the average attendance 
even though it is a decided drop from last year. However, 
the number attending last year was most unusual. In 
addition to the physical examinations given, the following 
number received protection against these diseases: 


Smallpox, 1 
Diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus, Z 
Polio—first, second, 8 
third, 4 
fourth, 6 


Physical examinations for the children in the selected 
grades at school was started for this school year in 
October. Thus far, 48 have received their examinations. 
It is to be hoped that the program will be completed in 
February. Follow-up work on defects found is now 
being done. As always, the nurse is ready if private care 
is not available to direct families to the local or state 
resources where help may be obtained. 


It is planned that the audiometer will be used early in 
the new year, to test the hearing of those children who 
entered school this year for the first time and others 
referred by the teachers. 


Your nurse has attended the meetings of the health 
council and in some instances obtained and arranged for 
Showing of educational films. There has been much in- 
terest in the council this past year for this type of 
program. | 


Again, I wish to thank the members of the health 
council and to extend to Doctor Marston, the town 
officials, and the school personnel, my sincere apprecia- 
tion for their interest and cooperation.

As of January 1, 1961, we have an active membership 
of 15 men. We were called out four times in 1960, our 
expenses amounted to $227.60. We had a raffle, and two 
suppers this year which netted us $153.00. We also had 
quite a little help from Civil Defense, and other donations 
which were requested to remain anonymous. 


This year we want Public Liability Insurance on the 
truck, and workmen’s compensation or hospital and in- 
jury insurance on the men. Following is a budget we 
wish to present to the voters of the town that they may 
see what our problems are.

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CIVIL DEFENSE REPORT FOR 1960 


This year the most of the money expended was in 
support of the fire truck stationed at Porter Village. We 
were fortunate to obtain three tires for this piece of 
equipment through the Civil Defense Surplus Property 
Program that cost the government $159.00 per tire for 
$11.00 per tire. 


I wish you people would note the fact, that this piece 
of equipment has been recommended by several local 
department heads, and by several State fire wardens, 
both here and in New Hampshire as a very valuable piece 
of apparatus, and should be well suported by the people. 


For 1961, it is my proposal to purchase ten radio active 
monitoring kits (@ $19.95 per kit) to be allocated 
through the town in the hands of responsible trained 
personnel for your warning and protection in the event 
of lethel dosages of radioactivity, and these can be re- 
leased as easily through accidental means as well as an 
act of war. 


The Federal Government however will stand 50% of 
the purchase cost making Porter’s share approximately 
$100.00 for the ten units. These will be simple to read 
and use and are a necessity for the protection of our 
citizens when needed. 


Let me say here, for any of you that are interested 
in radioactive fall out shelter protection. I have a good 
supply of literature covering all phases of construction 
and approximate costs to you, as well as the items needed 
to stock and furnish your shelter. 


Let 1961 be a memorable one for your Civil Defense in — 
our town, and it can be with your support of our pro- 
gram, both in shelter building and in approval of our 
Civil Defense Budget for 1961.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee, Superinten- 
dent of Schools and Citizens I hereby submit my 
annual report: 


The scope of America’s role in global affairs makes it 
imperative that our educational systems be equal to the 
demands for providing trained, alert and responsible 
citizens who will maintain our democratic beliefs. To- 
day’s world is one of extreme readjustment; economi- 
cally, socially and politically, with its multitudinous 
problems for our systems of free education. The public 
in bewildering retrenchment dash from bulwarking their 
present systems with quantity of services to decrying 
the total lack of educational quality. In their frenzy for 
extreme or the other, many systems are battered into 
an abysmal structure of conjecture and scorn. Out of 
the din of confusion, no forward progress is achieved or 
serious evaluation realized in meeting educational ob- 
jectives. Many people are concerned about education’s 
role for the future but few are equipped to assist our 
pupils in achieving these goals. A mixture of quantity 
and quality is necessary in all systems; this to be de- 
cided by competent educators and effected by a con- 
cerned public planning together for progress. 


We, at Porter High School, have been busy this past 
year preparing our pupils to meet these future challenges. 
To satisfy future demands, we must be cognizant of 
present needs. It is our endeavor to bring our curri- 
culum as close as possible to meeting pupil needs, as 
stated in the Evaluative Criteria of the Cooperative 
Study of Secondary School Standards. Briefly, they are: 
(1) The pupils need to achieve and maintain sound mental 
and physical health, (2) they need to learn to live with 
other human beings, (3) they need to learn to live in 
their natural and scientific environment, (4) they need 
sound guidance, (5) they need to learn to think logically 
and express themselves clearly, (6) they need to prepare 
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for work, for further education or for both, (7) they 
need to learn to use their leisure well and (8) they need 
to learn to live aesthetically. 

Realizing that improvements are needed is a basic 
step toward meeting these needs. Additional courses in 
reading and spelling have become part of our eighth 
grade curriculum and the SRA Reading Laboratory has 
been added to the freshmen and sophomore studies as it 
is our belief that perfecting the pupils’ reading skill is a 
definite responsibility of the secondary school. More 
mathematics are being offered for pupils in the business, 
industrial arts, general and college courses this year than 
in previous years. This is a mainstay for all pupils in 
our nuclear world. Some pupils are pursuing courses 
offered by the State Department of Education through 
the medium of television: “Science in the Space Age” 
and “Concepts of Mathematics”. This pioneer educa- 
tional opportunity is a portent of the possibilities for 
varied curriculum offerings in future school programs. 
If only a few pupils can benefit from the direct use of 
educational television, then it has satisfied the needs of 
those pupils. The values and uses of television as a 
teaching tool have become more apparent to many of 
us in the educational profession. It is our hope that 
Porter wil continue to utilize the opportunities of tele- 
vised education. 


More classroom time is being devoted to all subjects 
this year. This again, is in relation to our earlier thesis 
on providing quantity and quality educational oppor- 
tunities. Further exploration should be considered as to 
extending class time to provide for a more varied 
curriculum. 


Reappraisal of our curriculum should be undertaken to 
determine whether the needs of all pupils are being 
satisfied; with diversified needs, one must provide a 
diversified curriculum. Certain courses can be rotated 
every other year to provide for greater content offerings 
for example: World History with a course in Economics ; 
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World Geography with American Government. Corre- 
spondent courses can further supplement our offerings to 
‘allow for special needs. Consideration should be given 
to sharing teachers with other schools in the area. 
Courses in language, driver training and science could be 
shared in the same fashion that is used in the fields of 
guidance and music. A functional and meaningful cur- 
riculum is of incalculable value in lessening drop-outs and 
meeting pupil needs. 

The housing facilities for the Porn eighth grade has 
been temporarily solved by moving the class into the 
largest room in the building. A much larger eighth grade 
is contemplated for next year. Unless provisions are 
made for seating, teaching and study for this group, a 
serious problem will be in our educational laps. 

The general interior appearance of our plant has been 
improved this year, the exterior beauty of the school 
could be further enhanced by painting it a uniform color. 

Pupil safety has been a deciding factor in the con- 
struction of a smoke trap in the basement corridor and 
fire alarms throughout the school. Further consideration 
should be given to equipping all exit doors with safety 
bars and installing firelights at staircase landings and in 
the basement hallway. Stairways and landing should be 
provided with non-slip treads. 

The addition of many new teaching aids have enabled 
us to provide a better education for our pupils; we 
should continue to add materials that will benefit our 
pupils and the program. We have continued our grouping © 
of students for instruction this year. A future need for 
an ungraded remedial class should be provided. This 
would necessitate an additional teacher trained to meet 
the needs of the pupils. Having a teacher such as this 
would discourage further drop-outs and provide special 
help for the slow-learners. 

A continuation of the former practice of periodic 
health checkups for secondary pupils should be resumed. 
Yearly checking by a physical examination of the even 
numbered grades would be of great value in making our 
pupils health conscious. 
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We wish to thank Superintendent Kinney for his in- 
spirational guidance and constructive help this past year. 
We are appreciative of the time and effort given us by 
our School Board. The cooperation given by our sub- 
stitute teachers has been of vital importance to our pro- 
gram. To students, teachers and townspeople, we ap- 
preciate your efforts and cooperation in making our pro- 
gram functional and meaningful during the school year.

REPORT OF THE GUIDANCE 
COUNSELOR OF PORTER HIGH SCHOOL 


To the Superintending School Committee, the Superin- 
tendent of Schools and the Citizens of the Town of 
Porter: 

Education is guidance. Guidance seeks to help an in- 
dividual to help himself. Through special services, a 
pupil’s scholastic, emotional, social, moral, vocational and 
physical attributes are studied. From these findings, we 
are able to assist the individual to make wise choices for 
his benefit and the benefit of society and to help him 
formulate a plan of action and chart a course. 

Group guidance is scheduled each week for the discus- 
sion of problems pertinent to the students of this ex- 
ploratory age. It provides opportunities for group study 
of problems of growing up, establishing adult adjust- 
ment and applying mental hygiene in living and in the 
development of a growing philosophy of life. 

A Service Career Night was held in November for stu- 
dents, parents, friends and the public. All branches of 
the United States Armed Forces were represented. 
Movies were shown and a question and discussion period 
was held. : 

In December, Porter High School held a festive Christ- 
mas get-acquainted Open House for parents and teachers. 
Refreshments were furnished by the parents.

In February, a Portland field trip for junior and senior 
girls was taken by bus, Mr. Lawrence Weeks driving. 
Schools visited were the Northeastern Business College, 
the Maine Medical Center School of Nursing, Golden 
School of Beauty Culture, the University of Maine, Port- 
land, and the Westbrook Junior College. This trip was to 
help girls determine higher educational or vocational in- 
terests. Mrs. Basil Kinney accompanied the group. 


; Porter High School and Potter Academy are holding a 

joint Career Day at Potter Academy the first week in 
April. Parents and the public are welcome. This will 
provide the opportunity for educational and business 
representatives to meet, talk with and give first-hand 
advice to parents and their sons and daughters who are 
the college students and workers of the future. 


A follow-up, interest survey of Porter High School 
Alumni has been made to learn about their higher educa- 
tion, their present status, marital and occupational, 
which of their high school courses proved most valuable 
to them and their suggested courses for undergraduates. 


A hand book was compiled this year for the students 
and parents entitled ‘““After Porter High School—What ?” 
listing many of the colleges, business schools and their 
requirements and a Job Guide for young workers. 


Orientation Day will be held in May. Seventh grade 
students who will be attending Porter High School next 
year will be invited to spend an afternoon at the high 
school. They will be welcomed by Principal McLean, the 
faculty and representatives of the high school classes 
and told about the curriculum, the extra-curricular and 
social life of the school, and they will have an exploratory 
trip over the school buildings. 


Mental ability, aptitude, interests and subject area 
tests are important sources of information about the 
individual student. The Maine Employment Security 
Commission of Sanford administered vocational aptitude 
tests to the seniors. Also, the United States Air Force 
AQE-D Mental Examination was administered and the 
results interpreted to the seniors by service men. 
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Parents are cordially urged to visit the Guidance 
Office to talk over the educational, vocational and emo- 
tional problems of their sons and daughters. 


My sincere appreciation to the School Committee, our 
Superintendent Kinney, Principal McLean, the faculty of 
Porter High School and Mrs. Althea B. Southgate, my 
efficient, part-time secretary, for their helpfulness and 
cooperation. It has been a privilege and pleasure for me 
to be affiliated with Porter High School and I am grateful 
for the friendliness of the citizens.

As in the past our association’s main efforts were to 
acquire new industries. We were successful in interesting 
several manufacturers in this area. The Limerick Manu- 
facturing Company, the largest, is now operating in a 
modern 5,000 square foot plant, leased to them by the 
Limerick Development Corporation. The townspeople of 
Limerick and the surrounding area, with the cooperation 
of the Casco Bank and Trust Company, raised $32,000.00 
in ten days, a magnificent effort. Another, Brooks Manu- 
facturing Company, a newly incorporated plastics con- 
cern, began operations in the old Limerick Mill. 


Waterboro is on the verge of acquiring a new industry. 
The Waterboro member of our association has played an 
active part in this project. 


We still have hopes that a leather finishing company 
and a small furniture company may be induced to come 
to our area. Sites in seven different towns have been 
considered. 


The shoe company interested in Cornish finally set up 
a stitching operation in New Hampshire. : 


Our efforts in 1961 will continue, particularly to secure 
industries employing men. 


We have been able to assist established businesses in 
several ways; one, in pointing out ways we have found to 
raise capital. Our association is convinced that our exist- 
ing businesses deserve priority in our considerations and 
stands ready to assist them in any way we can. Valuable 
help to us was provided by the Maine Department of 
Economic Development, the office of our Congressman, 
the Maine Industrial Building Authority, our State Sena- 
tor, the Maine Employment Security Commission, and 
the Small Business Administration. 
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We estimate that the advertising of our area’s minerals 
attracted over 500 visitors to our towns. In October, on 
one day alone, 100 people from the North Shore Mineral 
Clubs visited the Silver Mines in Acton. Dr. Lester 
Carpenter had visits from collectors from many states 
almost daily. 


We intend to continue this advertising in 1961. 


| We have been actively supporting a committee, set up 
to explore the possibility of establishing a substantial 
ski area in Parsonsfield. 


As recreation is one of Maine’s most important sources 
of income, we plan to do more recreational advertising in 
1961. A committee has been formed to make up a folder 
showing the attractions of our entire area, to be dis- 
tributed through the Maine Publicity Bureau and other 
mediums. 


We look forward to seeing improvement in our area’s 
economy in the years ahead. We would be pleased to 
have every interested citizen attend our meetings, which 
are always held on the third Wednesday evening of the 
month. Your ideas and support are greatly appreciated.

An ordinance or ordinances to promote the health, 
safety, convenience and welfare of the inhabitants by 
regulating the use of buildings and premises with a 
view in mind to encourage the most appropriate use of 
land in this town.

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ARTICLE 1—Zones 

Sec. 1. Boundaries of Zone A shall include that part 
of the Porter-Kezar Falls Village Corp. within the 
Town of Porter and the land extending back five hun- 
dred feet on each side measured from the center line of 
the right of way continuing from the Northern bound- 
ary of the Porter-Kezar Falls Village Corp. to the brook 
connecting the two Spectacle Ponds, and the land ex- 
tending back five hundred feet on each side, measured 
from the center line of Trail Number Twenty-Five, be- 
ginning at the Westerly boundary of the Porter-Kezar 
Falls Village Corp. and continuing to the New Hamp- 
shire State Line, and the land extending back five hun- 
dred feet on each side measured from the center line of 
the right of way leading from Trail Number 'Twenty- 
Five at Porter Village to the concrete bridge spanning 
the Ossipee River. Wherever the Ossipee River is less 
than Five Hundred feet from the center line of Trail 
Number Twenty-Five it shall be the boundary of Zone 
A. 


ARTICLE 2—Wood Frame Construction 
See. 1. All buildings shall be set on solid founda- 
tions of masonry construction. Where buildings are to 
be used for accessory use, the building inspector may 
waive the requirements of this section and permit the 
use of wood, metal or masonry piers. 


ARTICLE 8—Chimneys 


Sec. 1. Chimneys shall be constructed of masonry. 

Sec. 2. Factory built chimneys that are approved by 
a nationally recognized testing laboratory may be in- 
stalled in accordance with the conditions of the ap- 
proval. 

Sec. 3. Chimneys shall extend at least thirty inches 
above the highest point where they pass through the 
roof of a building. 

Sec, 4. All chimneys built or rebuilt shall start at 
the ground level with a masonry base. 
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Sec. 5. Cleanout openings shall be provided at or 
near the base of each chimney, and they shall be 
equipped with metal doors and frames arranged to re- 
main tightly closed when not in use. Jy 

Sec. 6. No wallpaper or other combustible mate- 
rials shall be laid over any thimble or thimble hole un- 
less it is filled with at least two inches of mortar. 

Sec. 7. No smokepipe shall be erected so as to be 
within twelve inches of any combustible floor or ceiling. 

Sec. 8. No smokepipe which would pass into or 
through partitions or walls of combustible materials 
shall be installed unless guarded by a double collar of 
metal with an air space of at least two inches or by at 
least two inches of noncombustible material between 
the pipe and the combustible material. 


ARTICLE 4—Flumbing 
Sec. 1. In every new building where there is human 
occupancy there shall be suitable water closets properly 
connected to the drainage system. 


ARTICLE 5—Roof Covering 
Sec. 1. Any roof covering that is effective against 
light fire exposures and possess no flying brand hazard, 
and is applied in compliance with the manufacturer’s 
instructions to a closely fitted deck is acceptable. The 
use of tarred felt or tarred paper (so called) as a per- 
manent roof covering is prohibited. 


ARTICLE 6—E terior Wall Covering 
Sec. 1. Any exterior wall covering that conforms 
with generally accepted good practice is acceptable. 
The use of tarred felt or tarred paper (so called) as a 
permanent exterior wall covering is prohibited. 


ARTICLE 7—Dumps 
Sec. 1. Maintenance of any area within Zone A for 


the purpose of dumping cans, rubbish, or trash is pro- 
hibited. 
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ARTICLE 8—Junk Yards 


Sec. 1. Maintenance of any area within Zone A for 
the use of storing scrap metal or an automobile grave- 
yard (so called) is prohibited. 


ARTICLE 9—Non-conforming Uses 


Sec. 1. Any building or use of building or premises 
or part thereof existing at the time this ordinance, or 
any amendment thereto, is adopted may be continued, 
although such building or use does not conform to the 
provisions thereof. Any such building or use may on 
approval of the Appeal Board be extended throughout 
the premises. 


No non-conforming use that has been discontinued 
for a period of one year shall be reestablished except in 
conformity with this ordinance unless such reestablish- 
ment is authorized by the Appeal Board. 


ARTICLE 10—Administration 


See. 1. This ordinance shall be enforced by the In- 
spector of Buildings, who shall be appointed by the 
municipal officers for a term of one year. 


Sec. 2. All new buildings constructed or buildings 
relocated within the boundaries of Zone A after the 
adoption of this or ordinance shall require a permit is- 
sued by the Building Inspector. 


Sec. 8. There shall be an Appeal Board consisting 
of three members and one associate member, appointed 
by the municipal officers. The terms of the members 
of the first board so appointed shall be for one year, two 
years, and three years respectively ; and thereafter one 
member shall be appointed each year to serve a term of 
three years. The associate member shall be appointed 
annually for a term of one year and shall sit on the 
board in the place of any member who is unable to 
serve. 
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Sec. 4. The Appeal Board after public hearing may 
by majority vote of its members determine appeals 
from decision of the Building Inspector, permit on ap- 
peal exceptions to and variation from the regulations 
in this ordinance in the classes of cases or situations 
and in accordance with the principle conditions and 
procedures set forth in this ordinance, permit an ap- 
peal on exceptions and variations in specific cases so 
as to grant reasonable use of property where necessary 
to avoid confiscation and without substantially depart- 
ing from the intent of the plans and regulations of this 
ordinance. 


The Appeal Board shall always act with due con- 
sideration of the promotion of public health, safety, 
convenience and welfare, encouraging the most appro- 
priate use of land, conserve property values, shall per- 
mit no building or use detrimental to a neighborhood, 
and shall prescribe appropriate conditions and safe- 
guards in each case. 


ARTICLE 11—Penalties 


Sec. 1. Whoever violates any provisions of this or- 
dinance upon conviction shall be fined not more than 
twenty dollars for each day such violation exists. 


Upon information from the Building Inspector or 
Appeal Board that this ordinance is being violated the 
selectmen shall enforce the provisions of this ordinance 
by seeking an injunction in any court having jurisdic- 
tion thereof or by any other legal action.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


As in previous years, all group activities of the pub- 
lic health nursing program were shared with Parsons- 
field. Your nurse helped with the planning and assisted 
with these activities as well as giving direct service to 
the families. 


Three child health conferences for infant and pre- 
school children were held during June and July. 
Twenty-five attended from your town. In addition to 
the physical examinations given, protection against 
smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough, tetanus and 
polio was offered. 

Attendance decreased slightly this past year. Possi- 
bly there are more small children under private care 
than is realized and if this is true this would be a most 
ideal situation. Of course, the purpose of the confer- 
ence is to provide medical health supervision for those 
well children who are not under care of their family 
doctor. Possibly in the coming year the health council 
might survey this activity as to purpose and achieve- 
ment. If there is no need then it would seem better to 
concentrate on some other phase of the program. 


As in the past, children in selected grades received 
physical examinations. In January and February, 39 
children were examined, completing the program 
started in previous school year. The examinations were 
completed for this year in November with the children 
in the same grades—first, fourth and seventh—being 
checked by the school physician. Follow-up work on 
defects found is now being done. The nurse is ready, 
as always, to direct families to the local or State re- 
sources where help may be obtained. 

Home visits have been made through other means of 
referral as well and provide an excellent opportunity 
for help with any type of problem. 

The audiometer was used in October to test the hear- 
ing of those children who entered school this year. 
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Opportunity will be provided for use of the machine 
again the first of the year so that any children the 
teachers might wish to refer may be checked. 

The health council has assisted in arranging pro- 
grams and supplying volunteer service for the activi- 
ties carried on. It is pleasing to note that during this 
past year Cornish Health Council and your council 
have held occasional joint meetings, thus providing a 
chance for more people to avail themselves of the 
planned educational programs. It is to be hoped that 
this group planning will be continued. Let us work in 
the coming year, not only to continue the established 
programs but to realize an expansion of the service. 

Again, I wish to thank the council and to extend to 
the town officials, the physicians and the school per- 
sonnel my sincere appreciation for their interest and 
cooperation.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending February 1, 1962 4 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Porter: 


Presented herewith is my first annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 


The Financial Report submitted by the Porter School 
Department for the fiscal year ending February 1, 
1962 indicated a total expenditure of $76,871.05. In- 
cluded within this expenditure is $5,384.00 which is 
the full purchase price of the new International school 
bus and $843.23 which is Parsonsfield’s share of the 
trust funds. The school department expenditures ex- 
clusive of these two items totaled $70,643.82. The re- 
ceipts for the fiscal year ending February 1, 1962 
totaled $79,945.14. The total price of the bus and the 
Parsonsfie!d’s share of the trust funds are included 
within the total receipts as indicated in the Financial 
Report. 


This school year found changes in the faculty at 
Porter High School. Mr. Clarence Woodbury was 
elected Principal, Mr. Thomas Roberts was elected 
teacher of Mathematics and Science and Mr. Martin 
Cohn was elected teacher of English and Social Studies. 


The citizens of Porter can take pride in the improve- 
ments that have been made this past year in their 
schools. 


During the summer months the school buildings were 
thoroughly cleaned and the regular maintenance work 
was completed. Interior painting was done in the li- 
brary, lower classroom and the shop at Porter High 
School. 


The stairways and toilets on the first floor at the 
Porter Primary Building were painted. 
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The new International school bus was in operation 
when school started in September. The reupholstered 
seats on the Chevrolet bus added further to the im- 
provement of the pupil’s transportation. 


New textbooks, library books and additional teach- 
ing supplies were added to Porter High School and 
Porter Primary School. Additional laboratory equip- 
ment and are welder equipment were purchased for 
Porter High School. New colorful seating units were 
purchased for the junior primary room at the Porter 
Primary School. 


Every year improvements are made to strengthen 
the educational programs. In spite of these improve- 
ments, we are still faced with increasing challenges to 
our school program which we must meet if our young 
people are to compete successfully in the complex world 
we now live in. With special attention to our school 
curriculum and with continued concern for the status 
of our teachers, I feel certain that the challenges that 
face us will be met successfully. 


I wish to express my sincere appreciation to the 
Porter school committee members, all school personnel 
and to the citizens of Porter for the cooperation they 
have given me since I assumed the position of super- 
intendent of schools on July 1, 1961.

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PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee, Superintend- 


ent of Schools and Citizens: a 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Principal 
of Porter High School. 


The enrollment at Porter High School has increased 
moderately this year. A further increase is antici- 
pated next year. With the exception of the eighth 
grade, crowded conditions are not a great problem this 
year although most of the classrooms are now being 
used to capacity or near capacity. With the expected 
increase in enrollment next year, crowded conditions 
will become more prevalent throughout the school. 


A new method of reporting conduct grades was in- 
troduced this year. A conduct grade is now given in 
each subject in order to give parents a better under- 
standing of the efforts being made by their children. 


The curriculum is being revised with an eye to re- 
vising it in order to strengthen it and make it more 
meaningful. The college course is receiving particular 
attention. Already a considerable amount of laboratory 
equipment has been purchased to improve our science 
program. A strengthened and more meaningful college 
course will put our students in a better position to gain 
admittance to college and succeed at that level. In the 
same manner, a strengthened and more meaningful 
curriculum for the industrial arts, commercial, and 
general courses. will better equip our students to suc- 
ceed in their future fields of endeavor.

ACTIVITIES — 1961 * 


A sustained effort was made throughout 1961 to 
bring industry to our area. Newspaper advertisements 
concerning the Limerick Mills were placed in out-of- 
state periodicals in cooperation with the owners of the 
building. Several prospective industry officials were 
contacted personally and shown existing buildings and 
facilities. Of these, three are still actively considering 
this area: a stitching operation, a heel manufacturer, 
and a sportswear concern. When it became known that 
the Limerick Manufacturing Company had been con- 
solidated into another large rubber company with ade- 
quate facilities in New Hampshire, a special effort was 
started to find new tenants. News releases, newspaper 
ads in two states, and space advertising in two national 
periodicals has been undertaken. Pamphlets depicting 
the existing modern plant are being distributed. At 
the present time there is one manufacturer most inter- 
ested, but we should not assume success. 


Throughout the year we have received the assistance 
and cooperation of the Casco Bank & Trust Company, 
the Maine Employment Security Commission, the Maine 
Department of Economic Development, Area Redevelop- 
ment Agency, our State senator, our national senator 
and representative, the York County Commissioners, 
and the Area Redevelopment County Committee. 


Our recreational promotion has been carried out 
through the publication and distribution of an area 
folder, complete with pictures, showing leading attrac- 
tions in each of our twelve towns. Information centers 
were designated to aid visitors. These booklets have 
been distributed in Maine, New York, Massachusetts, 
and Canada by the Maine Publicity Bureau. In 1962, 
we hope to set up an area information booth with the 
help and guidance of the Maine Publicity Bureau. 
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When the proposed Parsonsfield Ski Development has 
acquired options for all of the land required, this Asso- 
ciation will give its support as this Parsonsfield project 
progresses. 


We continued, as in the previous year, to place adver- 
tising in ““Rock & Minerals.” Many inquiries were re- 
ceived for our mineral location pamphlet. According to 
the letters, we must have stimulated many geological 
collectors to visit this area. 


We note with interest that three towns now have 
working Development Groups: Kezar Falls, Limerick, 
and Waterboro. Each of these towns has _ benefited 
greatly, acquiring one or more industries by their local 
initiative and action. This Association would be glad, as 
in the past, to assist any other town in the formation of 
a Town Development Association, and is always ready 
to assist in any appropriate way. 


We will continue in 1962 to try to stimulate more 
economic growth in this area by the attraction of in- 
dustry and tourism.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Porter has continued to support a generalized public 
health nursing program in which the public health 
nurse participated in community health activities as 
well as giving direct service to the families. This serv- 
ice is provided by the Division of Public Health Nursing 
of the Department of Health and Welfare. 


As in previous years, the group activities were shared 
with Parsonsfield. The nurse helped with the planning 
and assisted in carrying out the following group activi- 
ties. 


Three child health conferences for preschool children 
were held during the summer months. These confer- 
ences provide an opportunity for medical supervision of 
well children not under care of their family doctor. 


In addition to the physical examination by the attend- 
ing physician, the following number of children were 
immunized: 

Smallpox 1 
Diphtheria i, 
Tetanus fi 
Whooping cough 7 

Polio:

Public health nursing service in the school included 
participation in: 


1. Arrangements for selected screening tests of 
vision and hearing. 


2. Planning and assisting in carrying out school 
health examinations. 


3. Home visits to children with known or suspected 
health problems. 


4. Periodic visits to school personnel. 
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Your nurse attended meetings of the health council 
held throughout the year. One of the broad functions of 
the public health nurse is to counsel and co-ordinate 
health plans with the community workers. 


Homes were visited for varied reasons. Public health 
nursing service to individuals and families in their 
homes is the unique function of the nurse and includes 
visits in areas both specific and intangible. The service 
is available to all in relation to health needs. Some of 
the visits in Porter were made to help with rehabilita- 
tion of the handicapped and others to refer families to 
appropriate resources for help with their particular 
problem. Forty-two percent of the home visits were 
made to individuals in the 6-21 year age group and 
twenty-eight percent to the children under six. Help- 
ing the family to establish and practice sound health 
habits is particularly important in this age group, but 
we must also look ahead and utilize in our health pro- 
gram planning, the knowledge that we have about 
changing concepts in the health picture. Advances in 
medical sciences have made home care feasible for 
many types of illness and have shortened the period of 
hospitalization for others. We know that there is a 
marked increase in chronic illness with advancing age 
and home nursing care of the sick becomes increasingly 
important. Approximately fourteen percent of Porter’s 
population is over 65 years of age. 


In order for the public health nurse to use her par- 
ticular skills most effectively, volunteer help is most 
important. Let us work in the coming year for an ex- 
pansion of our-community health program. 


The assistance given to the public health nurse by the 
members of the health council, town officials, school per- 
sonnel, and the local physicians has been most grate- 
fully appreciated.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending January 31, 1963 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Porter: 


Presented herewith is my second annual report as 
superintendent of schools. 


The financial report submitted by the Porter School 
Department for the fiscal year ending January 31, 1963 
indicated a total expenditure of $71,075.67. Included 
within this expenditure is $848.43 which is Parsons- 
field’s share of the George W. Towle fund and the Elijah 
Fox fund. The school department receipts for the fiscal 
year ending January 31, 1962 totaled $77,250.10. 


_ This school year found changes in the faculty at the 
Porter Primary School and in the faculty at Porter 
High School. At the Porter Primary School, Mrs. 
Janice Jacobs was elected to teach grade one. At Porter 
High School, Miss Patricia McClusky was elected to 
teach mathematics and science, Mr. Nelson Walls was 
elected to teach grade eight and coach high school ath- 
letics and Mr. Edward Mulcahy was elected to teach 
Industrial Arts.

New textbooks, library books and additional teaching 
supplies and equipment were provided for Porter High 
School and the Porter Primary School. A television 
set was purchased for the Porter Primary School 
through the efforts of the school fund and the Porter 
School Department. It is our hope to further utilize the 
advantage offered to the educational program by Edu- 
cational Television. This media offers educational bene- 
fits that the children of Porter should have the oppor- 
tunity to receive. 


During the summer months the school buildings were 
thoroughly cleaned and the regular maintenance work 
was completed.

PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


To the Superintending School Committee, Superintend- 
ent of Schools and Citizens: 


This year, our basic schedule of classes has been ex- 
panded from a six to a seven period basic schedule by 
the use of a rotating schedule of class periods. The in- 
clusion of another period in the basic class schedule 
allows a larger number and greater variety of subjects 
to be offered each year. The seven period basic class 
schedule also provides an opportunity for students to 
strengthen their programs of study by being able to 
take one more subject a year without decreasing their 
number of study periods. Another advantage is that 
students who do not wish to take one more subject a 
year will have more study period time and thus, should 
be better prepared in their subjects. With the expanded 
basic class schedule, there is less possibility of tow sub- 
jects that a student would like to take being scheduled 
for the same period. 

By using a rotating schedule in place of the set 
schedule of previous years, it is possible to set aside, 
without interfering with the regular subject classes, 
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two periods a week for activities such as music, Student 
Council meetings, school newspaper work, etc. The de- 
velopment of a stronger school activities program in 
fields other than athletics has been one of the chief aims 
for this school year. Such a program is one of the jm- 
portant needs of the school. The availability of two 
periods a week without cutting into the regular subject 
class time has been of great value in our efforts to de- 
velop this program. Although much remains to be done, 
progress has been made as is evidenced by such things 
as the excellent school play directed by Mr. Cohn and 
Mr. Griffiths, the revival of the school newspaper under 
the direction of Mrs. McDade, the increased music pro- 
gram under Mr. Perry’s guidance, and the fine work 
done by our Student Council. 


The subject matter content of the curriculum has been 
revised. A few subjects that overlapped the material 
of another subject were dropped from the curriculum. 
General Business and Consumer Education have been 
added to the curriculum. Two periods of Industrial 
Arts a week have been made available to the boys in 
Grade 8. The grade level at which our foreign language 
is offered has been placed closer to the Senior Year. 
By so doing, there is less likelihood of a student having 
finished his foreign language requirement before his 
last years of high school and getting “rusty” in the sub- 
ject due to lack of use before entering college. An ad- 
vanced course in algebra and geometry has been added 
for Senior College Preparatory students so as to place 
them on a strong footing in mathematics when they 
enter college. The science program has been strength- 
ened by the addition of many articles of equipment. 


During the Summer and the early Fall, the gym- 
nasium was improved by the renovation of the ceiling 
over the bleachers and the painting of the walls and the 
floor.

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL 


Board of Selectmen of Porter, 
Kezar Falls, Maine. 
Dear Mr. Wescott: 


This is a brief report of the white pine blister rust 
control work that we did in 1962. We carefully ex- 
amined 2,210 acres in and near white pine stands. We 
found and destroyed 927 wild currant and gooseberry 
bushes. These were sprayed with a commercial brush 
killer. Most of them occurred on 11 acres. The total 
cost of this work was $597.25. Porter paid $169.50 in 
town wages. The State of Maine paid $176.25 in State 
wages then Porter paid $251.50 in wages and transpor- 
tation and received back a reimbursement from the 
State of Maine for $125.75. The net cost to Porter 
therefor was $169.50 plus $125.75 or $295.25. 


There remains 723 acres scheduled for work in 1963 
and I expect you will soon hear from the Forest Com- 
missioner regarding it.

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


The public health nursing program, as carried on in 
Porter, continued to provide service to individuals, fami- 
lies and the community as a whole. 

Your nurse, a member of the staff of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing, visited homes to give direct nurs- 
ing service in health counselling and teaching. Home 
visiting remains a most valuable part of a generalized 
program and present day trends in public health nursing 
would indicate need for nursing care in the home. Nurs- 
ing functions must reflect trends and knowing this we 
can consider where emphasis should be placed in plan- 
ning for our health program. One factor influencing the 
need for home care of the sick is the great advances that 
have been made in medical science which make home care 
possible for many types of illness. It has shortened the 
period of hospitalization for others. Too, people are liv- 
ing longer and age and chronic illness are associated. 

In addition to giving direct service, the nurse helped in 
the planning and assisted with group activities. As in 
previous years, the group activities were shared with 
Parsonsfield. 

Three child health conferences were held during the 
summer months to which children under six years of age 
were invited. Total attendance was not as large as in 
previous years. The purpose of the conference is to pro- 
vide medical health supervision for those well children of 
infant and preschool age who are not under the care of 
their family doctor. Possibly there are more under pri- 
vate care than is realized and if this is true it would bea 
most ideal situation. We need again to work, in the com- 
ing year, toward explaining the purpose of the confer- 
ence to those parents of children not under medical care. 

The school health program remains the same in rela- 
tion to the nurse’s participation. The physical examina- 
tions of the children in the selected grades will be con- 
tinued when the school administration changes are 
completed. Screening tests for vision and hearing are 
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being done. Plans for the coming year include a tuber- 
culin skin testing program for the entering classes and 
the seventh grade. This program is being carried on 
throughout the state and will be completed before school 
closes in June. a 


Your joint health council supplied the volunteer help 
for the group activities. A successful public health nurs- 
ing program depends largely upon the interest, support 
and volunteer work of the local people. It is only through 
organized group effort that health programs most suit- 
able for your community can be developed. Let us all 
work toward an expansion of our health program. 


The assistance given the public health nurse by the 
members of the health council and other interested 
people who have in any way helped with the program is 
eratefully appreciated.

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST CONTROL

Dear Mr. Wescott: 


This is a brief report of the work undertaken on white 
pine blister rust control in Porter during 1963. 


We carefully examined 723 acres in and near white 
pine stands. On this area we found and destroyed 1,290 
wild currant and gooseberry bushes which are the host 
plants of the disease. These bushes were generally scat- 
tered or in local concentrations throughout the area and 
represent the regrowth of the species in the past twelve 
years since these part.cular areas were previously 
worked. 


The total cost of the work amounted to $179.19. The 
cost to the town was $86.40 in wages. The federal gov- 
ernment provided $51.23 for transportation. The State 
of Maine provided $41.56 in wages, supervision, and 
supplies. 


There is no further work of this nature scheduled in 
Porter until 1968 when 2,632 acres should be carefully 
checked over. 


Thank you for the fine cooperation we enjoyed from 
you and the citizens of Porter.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


Fiscal Year Ending With the Admittance of Porter Into 
School Administrative District, No. 28 


To the Citizenry of the Town of Porter: 


Presented herewith is my first report as Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


The financial report as submitted by the Porter School 
Department on the date on which Porter was admitted 
into the 8.A.D., No. 28, indicates a total expenditure of 
$59,910.84. The receipts for the same period which in- 
cludes a balance of $6,174.48 from 1962 and an ap- 
propriation at town meeting of $28,000.00, totaled 
509,454.64. The total receipts minus the total expendi- 
tures indicates an overdraft of $456.20. The overdraft 
results from the fact that some of the anticipated re- 
ceipts were received after Porter was included in 8.A.D., 
No. 28. 


With the opening of school in September of 1963, 
many new teachers were found in Porter’s classrooms. 
Mrs. Martha Hastings was the new Ist grade teacher. 


Mr. Lawrence Greenlaw was the new coach and 8th 


grade teacher. The Science position at Porter High was 
filled by Karl Peck. The new Social Studies teacher at 
the high school is Joseph Carpentieri. The new teacher 
of Industrial Arts is Wayne Gillette. All of the new 


teachers brought many good qualities to the schools. 


The highlight of the school year had to be the issue of 
joining a District. I personally worked with people on 
both sides of the issue and have never seen a battle 
fought harder by either side. No matter which side you 
were on, you can be proud that the Porter citizens did 
turn out at the polls so well and express their opinions 
by ballot. The citizens of Porter certainly typified the 
American way of government. 
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Most of the information relative to your schools will 
be contained in your District Report so I wish to take 
this opportunity to thank all the people of Porter who 
were so gracious to me and so helpful to me as a neophyte 
superintendent. i
